A notice of proposed rulemaking cov¬ 
ering the amendments to the United 
States Standards for Grades of Butter 
was published In the Federal Register 
of November 11. 1976 (41 FR 49826). It 
afforded Interested persons the opportu¬ 
nity to submit written data, views, or 
arguments In connection with the pro¬ 
posal to the Hearing Clerk by Janu¬ 
ary 1. 1977. 

Statement of Consideration. The 
amended standard is revised to delete 

“U.S. _ Score’* as a nomenclature 

of U8. grades, and "U.8. Grade C” from 
the grade standard: change the defini¬ 
tions with respect to flavor intensity and 
certain flavor characteristics; modify 
the definitions for "specks” with respect 
to color, and "gritty” with respect to salt. 

Four comments were received by the 
Hearing Clerk on the proposed amend¬ 
ments. Two were from individuals, one 
from a Federal agency, and one from 
a trade association. The trade associa¬ 
tion expressed favorable comments for 
adoption of the amendments. The other 
comments were not adverse to the 


amendments, but w*ere directed to the 
general use of uniform grade nomencla¬ 
ture for all foods. The comments were 
as follows: 

1. The comment from the Federal 
agency suggested a change in the ex¬ 
planation of the term "gritty” with re¬ 
spect to salt. The suggestion provided 
additional criteria for determining this 
defect. The Department feels the sug¬ 
gestion will improve the clarity of the 
explanation of the term "gritty" and 
will Include it in the amended grade 
standard. $ 

2. The two comments from individuals 
suggested changes in the grade nomen¬ 
clature with the expressed purpose of 
providing uniform grade nomenclature 
for nil foods. The Acting Consumer Co¬ 
ordinator for the Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Service has responded to these com¬ 
ments. The reply traced the development 
of nomenclature for the various commod¬ 
ities. the problems involved, and ad¬ 
vised the Administrator of the Agricul¬ 
tural Marketing Service that they had 
been received so that they can be con¬ 
sidered in future policy decisions. 

3. The comment from the trade as¬ 
sociation was favorable to the published 
amendments and the suggested change 
from the Federal agency. 

An editorial change was made in 
5 58.2629 for convenience and clarity. 
This change inc orporated the require¬ 
ment of 7 CFR. Port 58. Subpart A. 
1 58.12(g). 

After consideration of the written 
comments filed with respect to the notice 
of proposed rule making 7 CFR Part 58, 
Subpart P is revised to read as follows:

A flavor suggestive of un¬ 
clean cans, utensils and equipment. 

Aromatic flavor character¬ 
istic of the weeds eaten by cows. 

(20> Whey. A flavor and aromu char¬ 
acteristic of cheese whey. 

<b) With respect to body — <1) Crum¬ 
bly. When a "crumbly" body is present 
the particles lack cohesion. The inten¬ 
sity is described as "slight" when the 
trier plug tends to break and the butter 
lacks plasticity; and "definite" when the 
butter breaks roughly or crumbles. 
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(2) Gummy . Gummy-bodied-butter 
docs not melt readily and Is Inclined to 
stick to the roof of the mouth. The in¬ 
tensity is described as “slight" when the 
butter tends to become chewy and “def¬ 
inite” when it imparts a gum-Uke Im¬ 
pression in the mouth. 

(3) Leaky. A “leaky" body is present 
when on visual examination there are 
beads of moisture on the surface of the 
trier plug and on the back of the trier or 
when slight pressure is applied to the but¬ 
ter on the trier plug. The intensity is de¬ 
scribed as “slight" when the droplets or 
beads of moisture are barely visible and 
about the size of a pinhead; “definite" 
when the moisture drops are somewhat 
larger or the droplets are more numer¬ 
ous and tend to run together: and “pro¬ 
nounced" when the leaky condition is so 
evident that drops of water drip from the 
trier plug. 

(4) Mealy or grainy. A “mealy" or 
“grainy” condition imparts a granular 
consistency when the butter is melted on 
the tongue. The intensity Ls described as 
“slight" when the mealiness or graininess 
is barely detectable on the tongue and 
“definite" when the mealiness or grain¬ 
iness is readily detectable. 

(5) Ragged boring . A “ragged boring” 
body, in contrast to solid boring, is when 
a sticky-crumbly condition is present to 
such a degree that a full trier of butter 
cannot be drawn. The intensity is de¬ 
scribed as “slight" when there is a con¬ 
siderable adherence of butter to the back 
of the trier and “definite" when it is 
practically impossible to draw a full plug 
of butter. 

(6) Short. The texture is short grained, 

lacks plasticity and tends toward brittle¬ 
ness. The intensity Is described as 

“slight" when the butter lacks pliability 
and tends to be brittle; and “definite" 
when sharp and distinct breaks form as 
pressure is applied against the plug. 

(7) Sticky . When a “sticky" condition 

is present, the butter adheres to the trier 
as a smear and possesses excessive adhe¬ 
sion. The intensity is described as 

“slight” when the smear is present only 
on a portion of the back of the trier and 
“definite” when the trier becomes smeary 
throughout its length. 

(8) Weak. A “weak" body lacks firm¬ 
ness and tends to be spongy. The inten¬ 
sity is described as “slight” when the 
plug of butter, under slight pressure, 
tends to depress and is not firm and com¬ 
pact: and “definite" when the plug of 
butter, under slight pressure, tends to 
depress easily and definitely lacks firm¬ 
ness and compactness. 

<c) With respect to color— (1) Mottled . 
“Mottles" appear as a dappled condition 
with spots of lighter and deeper shades 
of yellow. The intensity is described as 
“slight” when the small spots of different 
shades of yellow, irregular in shape, are 
barely discernible on the plug of butter 
and “definite" when the mottles are 
readily discernible on the plug of butter. 

(2) Specks. Specks usually appear in 
butter as small white or dark yellow par¬ 
ticles: however, they may be of variable 
size. The intensity Is described as “slight” 


when the particles arc few In number and 
“definite’* when they are noticeable in 
large numbers. 

(3) Streaked. “Streaked" color appears 
as light colored portions surrounded by 
more highly colored portions. The inten¬ 
sity is described as “slight” when only 
a few are present and “definite” when 
they are more numerous on the trier 
Plug. 

<4» Wavy. “Wavy” color in butter is 
an unevenness in the color that appears 
as waves of different shades of yellow. 
The intensity is described as “slight" 
when the waves are barely discernible 
and “definite” when they are readily 
noticeable on the trier plug. 

<d) With respect to salt —frl) Sharp. 
“Sharp" salt is characterized b* taste 
sensations suggestive of salt. The inten¬ 
sity is described as “slight" when the salt 
taste predominates in flavor; and “defi¬ 
nite" when the salt taste distinctly pre¬ 
dominates in flavor. 

(2) Gritty. A “gritty" salt condition is 
detected by the sandlike feel of grains 
of undissolvcd salt on the tongue or be¬ 
tween the teeth when the butter is 
chewed. The intensity is described as 
“slight" when only a few grains of un¬ 
dissolved salt arc detected and “definite" 
when the condition is more readily 
noticeable.

South Carolina; Approval of Plan 
Supplements 

1. Background. Part 1953 of Title 29, 
Code of Federal Regulations, prescribes 
procedures under section 18 of the Occu¬ 
pational Safety and Health Act of 1970 
(29 U.S.C. 667) (hereinafter referred to 
as the Act) for review of changes and 
progress in the development and imple¬ 
mentation of State plans which have 
been approved in accordance with section 
18(c) of the Act and 29 CFR Part 1902. 
On December 6. 1972. notice was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (37 FR 
25932) of the approval of the South Car¬ 


olina Plan and adoption of Subpart C of 
Part 1952 containing the decision and de¬ 
scribing the plan. South Carolina was 
certified as having completed all develop¬ 
mental steps in a notice publLdied in the 
Federal Register (41 FR 32424) on Au¬ 
gust 3. 1976. On April 27. 1976. a notice 
was published in the Federal Register 
(41 FR 17547) approving, among other 
supplements. Article IV. Regulations for 
enforcement of standards and adminis¬ 
trative review of contested cases, with 
the incorporation of a letter dated Janu¬ 
ary 15, 1976, containing supplemental 
assurances. By letters dated February 12. 
1976. and March 17. 1976, the State of 
South Carolina submitted formal amend¬ 
ments to Article IV incorporating those 
matters covered by their January 15. 
1976. supplemental assurance letter. In 
addition, the State made some State-ini¬ 
tiated changes to Article TV. The amend¬ 
ments implementing the supplemental 
assurances and State-initiated changes 
are described below. 

2. Description of the supplements. Ar¬ 
ticle IV, Regulations for enforcement of 
standards and administrative review of 
contested cases, (a) Section 4.01A has 
been amended to require issuance of a 
citation to an employer regardless of the 
employer’s immediate abatement of the 
hazard: 

(b) Section 4.04B has been amended to 
be consistent with section 40-271 of the 
South Carolina Labor Laws in allowing 
employees, as well as employers, to pro¬ 
test Notification of Failure to Correct a 
Violation and of the proposed penalty; 

(c) Section 4 05A has been amended 
to require Petitions for Modification of 
Abatement to state all steps taken by the 
employer to achieve compliance and what 
interim steps are being taken to protect 
employees from cited hazard (s) ; 

(d) Section 4.09 has been Amended to 
Insure that after receipt of a Notice of 
Protest, any action to withdraw, modify, 
or amend a citation or penalty will be 
referred to the 8tatc Attorney General 
for handling including preparation of the 
necessary formal motion, with such mo¬ 
tion to be submitted to the assigned 
Hearing Examiner (if no Hearing Exam¬ 
iner has been assigned, then to the Com¬ 
missioner) for granting or denial; 

<e> Section 4.10Q<2> has been amended 
to be consistent with procedures in 
5 4.05A for forwarding Petitions for Mod¬ 
ification of Abatement by the Chief 
Safety Specialist to the Commissioner 
within 5 working days after expiration 
of the 10 day protest period. 

<f) In addition, the following changes 
were initiated by the State. Section 
4.10Y<2) has been amended to coincide 
with the 15 days requirement of the 
South Carolina Labor Laws (40-267) for 
service of response to interrogatories; 
and a new |4J1 entitled Procedure for 
Review of Hearing Officer’s Recommen¬ 
dation. has been added to make provision 
for any party to request review by the 
Commissioner of a Hearing Officer's rec¬ 
ommendation. The State of South Caro¬ 
lina promulgated the above changes to 
Article IV on March 11.1976. 


3. Public Participation. Under 8 19532 
(c) of this chapter, the Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of Labor for Occupational Safety 
and Health (hereinafter called the As¬ 
sistant Secretary) may prescribe alter¬ 
native procedures to expedite the review 
process or for any other good cause 
which may be consistent with applicable 
law. Tire Assistant Secretary finds that 
the South Carolina plan supplements de¬ 
scribed above are consistent with com¬ 
mitments contained In the approved plan 
and supplements which were previously 
made available for public comment Ac¬ 
cordingly. it is found tliat further public 
comment is unnecessary. 

4. Location of the plan and its supple¬ 
ments for inspection and copying. A copy 
of the above supplements with the ap¬ 
proved plan, may be inspected and copied 
during normal business hours at the fol¬ 
lowing locations: Office of the Direc¬ 
torate of Federal Compliance and State 
Programs. Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration.

5. Decision. After consideration, the 
South Carolina plan amendments to Ar¬ 
ticle IV. as outlined herein, are approved 
as fulfillment of the supplemental as¬ 
surances as well as State-Initiated 
changes described in S 1952.104(J). This 
decision incorporates the requirements 
of the Act and implementing regulations 
applicable to State plans generally. 

In addition 29 CFR 1952.104 is amended 
to reflect approval of the above changes.

§ 903.1 Purpose* end scope. 

The purpose of this part la to enable 
the Pennsylvania Avenue Development 
Corporation to implement the Privacy 
Act of 1974, and in particular the provi¬ 
sions of 5 U.S.C. 552a, as added by the 
Act. The Act was designed to insure that 
personal information about Individuals 
collected by Federal agencies be limited 
to that which is legally authorized and 
necessary, and that the information is 
maintained in a manner which precludes 
unwarranted intrusions upon individual 
privacy. The regulations in this part es¬ 
tablish. and make public, procedures 
whereby an individual can (a> request 
notification of whether or not the Cor¬ 
poration maintains or has disclosed a 
record pertaining to him or her, (b> re¬ 
quest access to such a record or an ac¬ 
counting of its disclosure, (c) request 
that the record be amended, and <d ) ap¬ 
peal any initial adverse determination of 
a request to gain access or amend a 
record. 

§ 903.2 Definition*. * 

As used in this part: 

<a> "Agency" means agency as defined 
in 5 U. 8 .C. 552<e>. 

<b) "Corporation" means the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Avenue Development Corporation. 

(c) "Workday" shall be a day exclud¬ 
ing a Saturday. Sunday or legal holiday. 

<d> "Individual" means a citizen of 
the United States or an alien lawfully 
admitted for permanent residence. 

<e) "Maintain" includes maintain, col¬ 
lect. use, or disseminate. 

<f) "Record" means any items, col¬ 
lection. or grouping of information about 
an individual that is maintained by an 
agency, including, but not limited to. his 
or her education, financial transactions, 
medical history, and criminal or employ¬ 
ment history and that contains his or 


her name, or the Identifying number, 
symbol, or other identifying particular 
assigned to the Individual, such as a fin¬ 
ger or voice print or a photograph. 

(g) The term "system of records" 
means a group of records under the con¬ 
trol of an agency from which informa¬ 
tion is retrieved by the name of the in¬ 
dividual or by some identifying number, 
symbol or other identifying particular 
assigned to the individual. 

<h) The term "statistical record" 
means a record in a system of records 
maintained for statistical research or re¬ 
porting purposes only and not used in 
whole or in part in making any deter¬ 
mination about on identifiable individual 
except as provided by Section 8 of Title 
13. United States Code. 

<i) The term "routine use" means, 
with respect to the disclosure of a record, 
the use of such record for a purpose 
which is compatible with the purpose for 
which it was collected. 

§ 903*3 Procedures for notification of 
record* pertaining to individual*. 

<a> An individual making a written or 
oral request under the Privacy Act (5 
U. 8 .C. 522a) shall be Informed of any 
Corporation systems of records which 
pertain to the individual, if the request 
contains a reasonable identification of 
the appropriate systems of records as 
described in the notice published in the 
Federal Register. 

<b> Requests may be made in person 
between the hours of 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 
p.m. Monday through Friday, (except 
legal holidays). The request should be 
addressed to the Privacy Protection Of¬ 
ficer, Pennsylvania Avenue Development 
Corporation. 425 13th Street, N.W . Suite 
1148, Washington, D.C. 20004. The 
Privacy Protection Officer of the Corpo¬ 
ration will require adequate personal 
identification before processing the re¬ 
quest. If a request is made in writing it 
must be under the signature of the re¬ 
questing individual and include the in¬ 
dividual's address, date of birth, and an 
additional proof of identification, such 
as a photocopy of a driver's license or 
similar document bearing the individ¬ 
ual’s signature.

<a> Except as otherwise provided by 
law or regulation, an individual, upon re¬ 
quest made in person or delivered in 
writing may gain access to his or her 
record or to any information pertaining 
to him or her which is contained in a 
system of records maintained by the 
Corporation, and to review the record 
and have a copy made of all or any por¬ 
tion thereof in a form comprehensible to 
him or her. An Individual seeking access 
to a Corporation record may be accom¬ 
panied by a person of his or her choos¬ 
ing. However, the Corporation will re¬ 
quire a written statement from the in¬ 
dividual authorizing discussion of his or 
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her record in the accompanying per¬ 
son’s presence. 

<b> A request under paragraph <a) of 
this section shall be directed to the 
Privacy Protection Officer at the place, 
times and in the manner prescribed in

include the following information: <1> 
The name of the Individual; (2) if made 
in writing, the information required 
under 1903.3(b); (3) a description of 
system or systems of records which con¬ 
tain the record to which access is re¬ 
quested; (4) the approximate dates 
covered by the record: and, (5» a sug¬ 
gested date and time when the Individual 
would like to view the record. 

<c) Requests which do not contain In¬ 
formation sufficient to identify the rec¬ 
ord requested will be returned promptly 
to the requester, with a notice indicating 
that information is lacking. Individuals 
making requests In person will be in¬ 
formed of any deficiency In the specifica¬ 
tion of records or identification at the 
time that the request is made. The Pri¬ 
vacy Protection Officer of the Corpora¬ 
tion will require adequate personal iden¬ 
tification before processing a request 
made in person. 

§ 903.3 Response to request* for ncrc*%. 

(a) Within 10 days of receipt of a re¬ 
quest made under § 903.4 the Privacy 
Protection Officer shall determine 
w r hether access to the record is available 
under the Privacy Act and shall notify 
the requesting Individual in person or 
in writing of that determination. 

(b> Notices granting access shall in¬ 
form the individual when and where the 
requested record may be seen, how copies 
may be obtained, and of any anticipated 
fees or charges which may be Incurred 
under 1903.11. Access shall be provided 
within 30 days of receipt of the request 
unless the Corporation, for good cause 
shown, is unable to provide prompt ac¬ 
cess. in which case the individual shall be 
Informed in writing within the 30 days 
as to the cause for delay and w r hen it is 
anticipated that access will be granted. 

<c> Notices denying access shall state 
the reasons for the denial, and advise the 
individual that the decision may be ap¬ 
pealed In accordance with the proce¬ 
dures set forth in 1 903.6. 

S 903.6 Appeal of initial denial of acre**. 

(a> After receiving notification of an 
initial denial of access to a record, an 
individual may request a review and re¬ 
consideration of the request by the Ex¬ 
ecutive Director of the Corporation, or an 
officer of the Corporation designated by 
him, but other than the Privacy Protec¬ 
tion Officer. Appeals for review shall be 
in writing. addressed to the Executive 
Director. Pennsylvania Avenue Devel¬ 
opment Corporation. 425 13th Street, 
N.W.. Suite 1148. Washington. DC. 20004. 
The appeal shall Identify the record as 
in the original request, shall indicate the 
date of the original request and the date 
of the initial denial, and shall indicate 
the expressed basis for the denial.

Is not accurate, relevant, timely, or com¬ 
plete; or (2> Inform the individual of 
refusal to amend the record In accord¬ 
ance with the request. In reviewing a 
record pursuant to a request to amend 
it, the Corporation will assess the accu¬ 
racy. relevance, timeliness and complete¬ 
ness of the record in terms of the criteria 
established in 5 U.S.C. 522a<e><5>. In 
reviewing a record in response to a re¬ 
quest to amend it by deleting informa¬ 
tion. the Corporation will ascertain 


whether or not the information is rele- 
vant and necessary to accomplish a pur¬ 
pose of the Corporation required to be 
accomplished oy statute or by executive 
order of the President, as prescribed by

be completed. If necessary for an ac¬ 
curate review of the record, the Cor¬ 
poration will seek, and the individual 
will supply, additional information in 
support of his or her request for amend¬ 
ing the record.

The provision of 5 U.8.C. 552a(l>, as 
added by Section 3 of the Privacy Act, 
make it a misdemeanor subject to a max¬ 
imum fine of $5,000. to knowingly and 
willfully request or obtain any record 
concerning an individual from an agency 
under false pretenses. Similar penalties 
attach for violations by agency officers 
and employees of the Privacy Act or reg¬ 
ulations established thereunder.

Massachusetts Revision 

On May 31. 1972 (37 FR 10842), pur¬ 
suant to section 110 of the Clean Air 
Act and 40 CFR Part 51. the Administra¬ 
tor approved with exceptions the Massa¬ 
chusetts Implementation PHn for the at¬ 
tainment of national ambient air quali¬ 
ty standards. 

On November 5. 1976, there was pub¬ 
lished in the Federal Register (41 FR 
48752) a proposal for a change in the 
sulfur content of fuel burned by large 
sources in the Massachusetts portion of 
the Hartford-New Haven-Springfield 
Interstate Air Quality Control Region 
< AQCR >, which is the same geographic 
area as the Pioneer Valley Air Pollution 
Control District. The existing regula¬ 
tions permit the burning of residual fuel 
oil having a sulfur content not in excess 
of 0.55 pounds per million Btu heat re¬ 
lease potential (approximately equiv¬ 
alent to l percent sulfur content by 
weight). 

The revision to the Massachusetts 
State Implementation Plan (8IP> was 
submitted pursuant to Chapter 494, 
Commonwealth of Missachusetta* "An 
Act Relative to Periodic Review of Ara- 
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blent Air Quality Standards.** which 
requires the Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Quality Engineering 
(the Massachusetts Department) to re¬ 
view those portions of the SIP to de¬ 
termine If any of the regulations are 
more stringent than necessary to at¬ 
tain and maintain National Ambient Air 
Quality Standards «NAAQS> .* This SIP 
revision amends the regulations In the 
Massachusetts portion of the Hartford- 
New Haven-Springfield Interstate AQCR 
so that residual fuel oil burning sources 
having an energy input capacity of one 
hundred million n00vtn f » BMi ner hour 
or more as rated by the Massachusetts 
Department will be permitted to bum 
fuel oil with a sulfur content not in ex¬ 
cess of 2.2 percent by weight until June 
1, 1978. The use of such furl is to be 
approved in writing by the Massachu¬ 
setts Department, and conditions of ap¬ 
proval. including a monitoring and test¬ 
ing program agreed to bv the applicant 
in writlnv This approval mav be revoked 
by the Massachusetts Department for 
cause, or when in its opinion it is neces¬ 
sary to prevent or abate a condition of 
air pollution. 

The Massachusetts Department sub¬ 
mitted a list of 29 existing sources which 
are in the sire cateeorv *l««Hbl* to bum 
the higher sulfur fuel Of these 'sources. 
EPA proposed to aoorove 21. The re¬ 
maining 8 sources appeared to have the 
potential for causing violations of the 
primary NAAQS for SO? when burning 
higher sulfur fuel, and further informa¬ 
tion was requested. 

During the 30-day comment period 
comments were received from nine in¬ 
dustrial sources, five towns, a state repre¬ 
sentative. a labor union, and the Con¬ 
necticut Department of Environmental 
Protection (Connecticut DEP). 

Two of the sources that submitted com¬ 
ments are not subject to the revision, 
having an energy input capacity of less 
than 100x10* Btu'hr. Thin felt that such 
a limit was arbitrary and dLscriminatory. 
and raised the question of whether a 
small source is more polluting than a 
large one, since a large source bums 
more fuel. Modeled analyses for individ¬ 
ual sources are required before a deter¬ 
mination of the Imnact of each source 
can be made. Modeling was not done for 
sources of less than 100 million Btu per 
hour energy input capacity. This cutoff 
point was set by the Massachusetts De¬ 
partment to limit the number of sources 
subject to the revision because of the ad¬ 
ditional burden Imposed on Massachu¬ 
setts Department resources by the revi¬ 
sion. However, since EPA can act on!v on 
revisions as submitted, these questions 
should properly be addressed to the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Department, which will be re¬ 
evaluating the regulation when it expires 
in June. 1978. 

One source on the list of proposed ap¬ 
provals commented on the Massachusetts 
Department's conditions of approval, in¬ 
dicating that the costs of stack testing 
and of establishing an ambient monitor¬ 
ing network of continuous SO moni¬ 
tors could negate any economic benefits 


derived from burning the 2.2 percent sul¬ 
fur content fuel oil. Conditions set bv the 
Massachusetts Department will be limited 
to ihos* nccessarv to insure that stand¬ 
ards will not be violated Further, since 
there is no requirement to bum 2.2 per¬ 
cent sulfur fuel, if it is found to be un¬ 
economical due to the conditions im¬ 
posed by the Massachusetts Department, 
the sources may continue to use 1 percent 
sulfur content fuel. 

Various commenters expressed concern 
that unapproved sources wou’d he placed 
at an economic and competitive dis¬ 
advantage by the restriction of the high¬ 
er cost, lower sulfur content fuel. The im¬ 
portance or the unapproved sources as 
maior emulovors in the area was dis¬ 
cussed. EPA. however, is limited to con¬ 
sidering whether a proposed SIP revision 
would c*usc violations of the NAAQS. 

The Connecticut DEP was concerned 
about the economic and service disrup¬ 
tion that could occur in the handling and 
marketing by Connecticut suppliers of 
three grades of fuel oil. only on* of which 
is permitted for us* in Connecticut (0.5% 
sulfur content). There could also be a 
slight increase in the enforcement re¬ 
sources needed bv the Connecticut DEP 
to monitor fuel oil handling and market¬ 
ing. In proposing this revision, however, 
the Massachusetts Department weighed 
the economic advantages of using the 
lower coat, higher sulfur fuel against 
these and similar potential disadvan¬ 
tages. 

The Connecticut DEP was further con¬ 
cerned with the impacts of the revision 
the future of Connecticut's economic 
growth. Connecticut DEP's modeling of 
the 50 impact in Connecticut shows that 
the increase could eliminate part of the 
growth margin available under the regu¬ 
lations governing Prevention of Signif¬ 
icant Deterioration (PSD* in the a r ea 
near the state border of the Connecticut 
portion of the Hartford-New Haven- 
Springfleld Interstate AQCR. thus im¬ 
peding the growth of Connecticut's 
Industrial community In effect Con¬ 
necticut DEP feels th*t it is unfair for 
neighboring states to "use up" Connecti¬ 
cut's air resources. EPA recognizes the 
need to resolve the Issues raised by Con¬ 
necticut. especially in light of the fact 
that such a proposed change to a higher 
sulfur fuel, although subject to PSD re¬ 
view for permit ooorovnl does count 
against the available PSD increment. 
EPA desires to address these issues and 
the imputations of such imparts to inter¬ 
state AQCR’s nationally. However since 
the air quality impact of approval is sub¬ 
ject to review in two years, the objections 
raised by the State of Connecticut may 
be mitigated, if found appropriate, at 
that time. 

Several commenters felt that it was 
inconsistent for all sources in the Berk¬ 
shire Intrastate AQCR to be able to burn 
2.2 percent sulfur content fuel, yet use 
of such fuel is being limited to a certain 
category of sources in the Pioneer Valley. 
Public hearings have been held by the 
Massachusetts Department concerning 
sulfur in fuel limitations fpr the Berk¬ 
shire Intrastate AQCR. The resulting SIP 


revision will require the some review 
process as for other AQCR’s. Meeting the 
NAAQS will be the basis for approval or 
disapproval of certain sources or cate¬ 
gories of sources. 

Two sources located in more remote 
areas of the Region requested that they 
be included in the revision to bum 
higher sulfur content oil. contending that 
their emissions would not be impacting 
on heavily populated urban areas. While 
it is agreed that these rlants are in areas 
of low population density, standards ore 
set to protect the health of all people, 
and where standards violations are pre¬ 
dicted. the sources causing these viola¬ 
tions cannot be aoproved. 

The potential for increased sulfate 
concentrations in Connecticut was dis¬ 
cussed by the Connecticut DFP The 
Massachusetts Department limited the 
effective period of the revision to two 
vears in order to study the Impact of the 
revision on sulfate levels. The results of 
£uch a study will be included when the 
Massachusetts Department reevaluates 
th* regulation when it expires in June, 
1978. 

Four sources Questioned the applica¬ 
bility of the Valley Model, which vu 
used in some of EPA's analyses. Concen¬ 
trations predicted bv th* Valiev Model, 
like the results of other dispersion mod¬ 
els applied to complex terrain, are less 
reliable than concentration estimates 
for flat areas. Despite this. It is EPA's 
position that the Valiev Model gives rea¬ 
sonable estimates of worst caw pollut¬ 
ant concentrations which may be ex¬ 
pected under such circumstance* FPA 
Ls willing, on a case bv case bails, to 
review real data supporting any claim 
that the Valley Model is overly con¬ 
servative or that its assumptions are 
invalid. If it Ls found that such claims 
are valid for a given source, the source 
will be evaluated bv appropriate alter¬ 
native means. At this time, additional 
data relevant to the model are being 
evaluated by EPA. and therefore, a final 
determination as to the approvabUlty 
of higher sulfur fuel limitations for these 
particular sources cannot be made Un¬ 
til these determinations are made, af¬ 
fected sources must still burn 1 % sulfur 
content fuel oil as required The fol¬ 
lowing sources are affected: Mount Tom 
Generating Station. Holyoke; Deerfield 
Specialty Paper Company, Monroe; 
Westfield River Paper Company, Rus¬ 
sell; and 8trathmore Paper Comnany. 
Westfield. Final determination will w 
published In the Federal Register as 
final rulemaking at a later date. 

Further technical data was submitted 
by Riverside Generating Station. Hol¬ 
yoke. in support of its contention tnt^ 
it could burn the higher sulfur con¬ 
tent fuel without causing violations oj 
the NAAQS. due to modifications of cer¬ 
tain aspects of its operation and p aw 
design. EPA ls still reviewing this daw 
and cannot make a final determination 
for this source at this time. Until an> 
such determination Ls made, this 
must continue to bum 1 percent smiur 
content fuel oil as required Final a • 
termination will be published in 
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Ftomi Register as final rulemaking at 

• liter date. 

Monsanto Polymer and Petrochemi¬ 
cal Company. Springfield, submitted in¬ 
formation through the Department de¬ 
scribing the taller stack now in use for 
BuUdmfT 49. As a result of this modifi¬ 
cation. which conforms to good engi¬ 
neering design, EPA has determined that 
only the boilers connected to the existing 
taller stack can be included in the revi¬ 
sion to bum 2.2% aulfur content fuel. 
The effect of increased SOa emissions 
*iil be minimized, ard violations of the 
NAAQS are not predicted due to use of 
Oje taller stack. Boilers *8 and&9 may 
bum 2 2 percent sulfur content fuel oil 
only after they have been connected to 
the existing taller stack. 

During the comment period. EPA com¬ 
pleted the analyses for the West Snrtng- 
fieid Generating Station.

I No supplementary comments were re- 
| ceivrd from Westover Air Force Base. 
BoOding 7102. Chicopee, where 24-hour 
Primarv sulfur oxide standard violations 
we predicted, and therefore, the Ad¬ 
ministrator cannot approve use of higher 
j wlfur fuel by this source. 

Three monitoring stations in the 
AQCR have recorded T8P levels in ex-

Although this SIP revision does not by 
itself permit increased TSP emissions, it 
is believed that use of fuel with a 2.2 
percent sulfur content will cause slightly 
higher TSP emissions than use of 1 per¬ 
cent sulfur content fuel. It is also be¬ 
lieved that slightly increased TSP load¬ 
ings in the atmosphere may result from 
secondary' aerosol formations None of 
the sources for which approval is being 
granted will be permitted to -continue 
burning higher sulfur content fuel if the 
source has TPP emissions In excess of the 
emi ssion limitations established for it in 
the SIP. This determination will be made 
from stack emission testing whi^h is a 
condition of the Massachusetts Depart¬ 
ment permit for an sources.

Aft*r evaluation of the State’s sub¬ 
mittal. the Administrator ha< determined 
that the Massachusetts revision meets 
the reouhrments of the Clean Air Act 
and 40 CFR Part *1. Accordingly, this 
revision is aooroved and promulgated as 
a revision to the Massachusetts Imple¬ 
mentation Plan. 

The Agencv finds that good cause 
exists for making thp«e actions effective 
February 1. 1977 for the following rea¬ 
sons: 

1. The imnipmentaMon nian revision is 
already in effect under State law and 
EPA annrov«l imnoses no additional 
reeula^orv burdens; 

2. Immediate effectiveness of the ac¬ 
tions enables the sources involved to nro- 
c^d with certainty in conducting their 
affairs.

PART 231—CHILD ABUSE AND NEGLECT: 
PROVISIONS APPLICABLE UNDER 
TITLES IV—A ANO IV-B OF THE SOCIAL 
SECURITY ACT 

Notice of proposed rulemaking relat¬ 
ing to child abuse and neglect was pub¬ 
lished In the Federal Register on Febru¬ 
ary 12. 1975 (40 FR 6505). It set forth 
four new State plan requirements for the 
programs under Title IV. Parts A and B, 
of the Social Security Act, pursuant U> 
section 4(b)(3) of Pub. L. 93-247. the 
Child Abuse Prevention and Treatment 
Act of January 31, 1974. The proposal 
was published as an amendment to 45 
CFR Part 220, the social services regula¬ 
tions for title IV-A and IV-B. However, 
the enactment of Title XX (effective Oc¬ 
tober 1, 1975) deleted the services com¬ 
ponent of title IV-A (except for Puerto 
Rico, the Virgin Islands, and Guam* 
Since the IV-A portions of Part 220 ore 
currently applicable only to the three is¬ 
land jurisdictions, these regulstions are 
being codified under a new Part 231. 

The Child Abuse Prevention and Treat- 
ment Act authorizes funds for speem 
grants to the States for improving tneir 
programs relating to child abuse _ ana 
neglect. To obtain the grants, u 
must meet 10 requirements, pursuant to 
clauses (A) through (J) of section 4 <o 
(2) . Four of the requirements are appu* 
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able to $pe cified programs under Title 
XV-A and IV-B of the Social Security 
Art pursuant to paragraph (b)(3) of sec¬ 
tion 4. Demonstration Programs and 
Projects Paragraph (b)(3) reads: 

Projcnun* or project* related to child abuse 
tod nrclect ablated under Part A or B of 
Title IV of the Social Security Act Khali 
comply with the requirements set forth in 
diU'et iBi. (C), (K) and (P) of paragraph 

III- 

The cited clauses read: 

»B) Provide for the reporting of known

Mgtoct: 

<C) Provide that upon receipt of a report 
of known or suspected Instances of child 
rtuse or neglect an Investigation shall be 
initiated promptly to substantiate the ac¬ 
curacy of the report, and, upon a finding 
of abme or neglect, Immediate step# shall 
be taken to protect the health and welfare 
of the abused or neglected child, as well 
as that of any other child under the same 
care who may be m danger of abuse or 
Deflect: 

iEi Provide for methods to preserve the 
confidentiality of all records In order to pro¬ 
tect the rights of the child, hi* parents or 

guardians; and 

if) Provide for the cooperation of law 
enforcement officials, courts of competent 
Jurisdiction, and appropriate State agencies 
prodding human services. 

Since the publication of the February 
12, 1975 proposed regulations, there have 
been changes in the Social Security Act. 
and therefore, in the Department’s in¬ 
terpretation of Pub. L. 93-247. Because 
the enactment of title XX revoked the 
icnlces component of title V-A, the 
requirements of clauses B. C. E. and F 
of section 4(b) (2) are applicable to IV-A 
and IV-B agencies only under the 
circumstances discussed in this pre¬ 
amble and specified In the regulation. 

The purpose of these regulations is 
to implement those requirements of Pub 
k 93-247 which are applicable to pro¬ 
grams or projects administered under 
Titles IV-A and IV-B of the Social Se¬ 
curity Act. The basis for the regula¬ 
tions is the Department's interpretation 
that the requirements of section 4(b> (2) 
( B>, (C>. <E), and (F) are applicable 
to all single State agencies for Title 

IV- B but only to those title IV-A agen¬ 
cies which. In addition to the basic in¬ 
come-maintenance programs, also ad¬ 
minister programs or projects related 
to child abuse and neglect. 

Malor changes In the final regulation 
reflect that change in the Social Secu¬ 
rity Act. Other changes are in response 
jo some of the 62 comments received 
from 51 agencies, organizations and in¬ 
dividuals on the Notice of proposed rule- 
JJJwng. in some instances, the com¬ 
ments and the Department's modified 
interpretation jointly support a change. 

regulations are codified in a new 
«CPR Part 231 because the title IV-A 
wcial serv ices regulation* In 45 CFR Part 
are now applicable to only three of 
toe 54 Jurisdictions.

In addition to t 
income maintenance program, a 


minister projects or programs related to 
child abuse or neglect. The services com¬ 
ponent of title IV-A was revoked (except 
for Puerto Rico, the Virgin Islands, and 
Guam) by title XX of the Act. For the 50 
States and the District of Columbia, the 
title IV-A program is purely an income 
maintenance program that cannot. In 
the Department's view, be construed as 
a "program or project related to child 
abuse or neglect/* The three Island Juris¬ 
dictions are not covered by title XX: 
they may claim Federal financial par¬ 
ticipation for services <as well as finan¬ 
cial assistance) under title IV-A. How¬ 
ever. there are statutory limits on the 
amount of Federal funds payable to 
them. Because of those limits, they al¬ 
ready spend more State funds on cash 
assistance and services not related to 
child abuse and neglect than can in fact 
be matched. Under those circumstances, 
additional activities related to child 
abuse and neglect could not be required 
of these three Jurisdictions because they 
clearly would not be "assisted under title 
IV-A". 

3. One State asked if it* State law re¬ 
garding reporting of child abuse would 
have to be changed, since it now requires 
reporting up to an age lower than age 
18. A change in 8tate law. or evidence of 
legale binding administrative proce¬ 
dures as certified to by the Attorney 
General of the State, would be necessary 
if the State wishes: (1) To obtain fund¬ 
ing under Pub. L. 93-247: (2) to con¬ 
tinue to receive title IV-B funds; or 
(3> to obtain funding, from any Federal 
source, for any special program or proj¬ 
ect related to child abuse and neglect to 
be administered by a IV-A agency. Un¬ 
less State law is changed (or there are 
legally binding procedures) for report¬ 
ing on abuse or neglect of children up 
to age 18. the IV-B and IV-A agencies 
would be unable to comply with the re¬ 
quirements of clauses B. C. and F, with 
respect to children above the upper age 
limits set by current State law. 

Accordingly, under paragraph (a) of 
4 231.2. State agencies subject to the re¬ 
quirements must certify that there are in 
effect State laws or legally binding ad¬ 
ministrative procedures that enable 
them to comply with other State plan 
requirements. 

4. A question was raised about the pro¬ 
posed requirement that the single State 
agency which is responsible for the ad¬ 
ministration, or the supervision of the 
administration, of the programs under 
Parts A and B of Title IV of the Social 
Security Act, provide for the investiga¬ 
tion of known or suspected instances of 
child abuse and neglect If 8tate law 
assigns this responsibility to other 
agencies than the single State agency. 

The Department recognizes the diffi¬ 
culty of implementing for the IV-A and 
IB-B programs, the statutory language 
which is broadly applicable to "public 
agencies and private nonprofit organiza¬ 
tions" The Department's conclusion is 
that the single 8tate agency must meet 
the requirements of clauses <B), (C). 
(E), and <F) of paragraph (4) (b)(2) 


insofar as that agency is involved and 
responsible under State law. but that the 
single State agency need not assume 
statewide responsibilities reserved to the 
legislature, the Governor, or law enforce¬ 
ment agencies. 

Therefore, the final regulation clari¬ 
fies the single 8tate agency's responsi¬ 
bilities with respect to the programs or 
project* it administers, but within the 
constraints of 8tate law and practice. 
Specifically: 

In paragraph <b) of 1231.2, "State" 
Is added as an alternative to the "State 
or local agency" as being responsible for 
meeting the reporting requirements; and 
paragraphs <c> and (d) of §231.2 make 
clear that the State or local agency is 
responsible for investigating reports and 
taking action on the findings only when 
the report concerns a child covered by 
the State's IV-B program or a "program 
or project related to child abuse and 
neglect" which is administered by the 
IV-A agency. 

5. There was a question as to wheth¬ 
er all agencies which provide services 
under contract under Title IV-A and B 
of the Social Security Act are responsible 
for reporting abuse and neglect, and if 
all such agencies must provide in their 
budget for protective services. 

Since services are no longer provided 
under title IV-A (except in Puerto Rico, 
the Virgin Islands, and Guam), the ques¬ 
tion. for the 50 States and the District of 
Columbia, is applicable only to title IV-B. 
If a single State agency has contracts for 
the provision of child welfare senIces, 
such contracts must Include a require¬ 
ment for the provider to report instances 
of child abuse and neglect. This is made 
clear in 4 231.2(b). The State or local 
agency would be responsible for the In¬ 
vestigation, under the circumstances 
specified in 1231.2(c). 

6. Sixteen 8tate welfare departments 

protested that the requirement for secur¬ 
ing written interagency agreement* 
would be too burdensome. Several indi¬ 
cated that the multiplicity of independ¬ 
ent local law enforcement agencies 
would prevent, or make difficult, the ob¬ 
taining of written agreements. Some 
States said the functions of the local 
law enforcement agencies were prescribed 
by the State law. The law requires co¬ 
operation of law enforcement officials, 
courts of competent Jurisdiction, and ap¬ 
propriate State agencies providing 
human services. The proposed regula¬ 
tion would have required written inter¬ 
agency agreements. N 

The Department believes that written 
agreements would assure better mutual 
understanding of the roles and responsi¬ 
bilities of participating agencies. How¬ 
ever. considering the 8tates' request and 
the long history of actual cooperation be¬ 
tween welfare agencies, private agencies, 
and courts and law enforcement officials, 
the Department feeLs that it can safely 
provide greater flexibility In this area. 
Accordingly. 4 231.2(f) requires only that 
the State plan certify that law enforce¬ 
ment officials, courts, and human serv- 
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ices agencies are cooperating with the 
8tate or local agency. 

7. There was a suggestion that “timely 
and adequate medical care" be added to 
the phrase defining negligent treatment 
as Including “failure to provide adequate 
food, clothing, and shelter". 

The word “including" Is used to make 
clear that the list Is not Intended to be 
exhaustive. Depending on the age and 
circumstances of a particular child, fail¬ 
ure to provide other things might con¬ 
stitute negligent treatment, for Instance, 
inadequate supervision of a very young 
or mentally retarded child: or failure to 
provide medical care when this is not 
precluded by religious beliefs. No change 
is made In the regulation. 

8. Some complaints were received re¬ 
garding the failure to provide medical 
care because of religious beliefs. The 
definition of “harm or threatened harm 
to a child’s health or welfare" in the pro¬ 
posed 4 220.12<b)(3> contained the fol¬ 
lowing two sentences: 

Provided, however. That the parent or 
guardian legitimately practicing his religious 
beliefs who thereby does not provide specific 
medical treatment for a child, for that reason 
alone shall not be considered a negligent 
parent or guardian. However, such an excep¬ 
tion shall not preclude a court from order¬ 
ing that medical services be provided to the 
child, where his health requires It. 

Two individuals and one State welfare 
department protested any exclusion for 
religious reasons, because of the right of 
children to medical care regardless of 
the patient’s religion. A religious orga¬ 
nization protested the inclusion of the 
second of the two quoted sentences, on 
grounds that the language “could not 
help but affect judges in every case to 
believe that Federal policy favors com¬ 
pulsory medical treatment of children 
In spite of religious objection". It also 
stated that the language was Influenc¬ 
ing some State legislatures against the 
church's position, and that several legis¬ 
latures have included the second of the 
two sentences in their child abuse 
statutes. 

The Department, having considered 
the recommendations, concludes that 
the exception for medical reasons (the 
first of the two quoted sentences) must 
remain because it presents the Intent of 
the House Committee on Education and 
Labor as reflected in the House Commit¬ 
tee Report ( House Report No 93-685. 
93rd Congress, pp. 4-5). However, since 
courts are well aware of their authority 
to order medical care even where the 
parent or guardian Ls not considered 
negligent, the second of the two quoted 
sentences is deleted. 

9. A question was raised as to the 
meaning of Initiating an investigation 
“promptly" (J220.12(a)(2). now 1231.2 
<c>>. 

The Department believes that an ac¬ 
ceptable level of promptness must be 
determined by the State or local agency 
on an Individual basis. depending on the 
seriousness of the circumstances. A more 
specific definition in the regulations 
would not be helpful. 


10. Several persons suggested adding 
other groups to the definition of “per¬ 
sons responsible for a child’s health or 
welfare", particularly teachers. 

The Department concludes that no ex¬ 
tension of the scope of the regulations is 
necessary under the Act. Parents would 
normally be expected to protect their 
children against abuse by teachers or 
others who came In contact with them. 
The intent of the law is to protect chil¬ 
dren when the parent or guardian U the 
abuser. 

11. There was a suggestion that the 
regulations In 45 CFR Part 1340 ithe 
basic regulations that implement Pub. 
L. 93-247) and In this part be the same 
with respect to clauses 4(b m 3) (B). <C). 
<E>. and <F). 

The regulations are as consistent as 
we could make them. The definitions are 
identical: other than that, completely 
parallel language is not possible, since 
clauses 4<bM2) (A) through <J> apply 
to the State as a whole, while this reg¬ 
ulation applies only to certain programs 
and projects under Title rV-A and B of 
the Social Security Act. These regula¬ 
tions spell out the duties of the single 
8tate agency under the law, not the 
duties of the legislature. Governor, and 
other State agencies. Those are con¬ 
tained in 45 CFR Part 1340. 

12. There were questions about the ef¬ 
fective date. The b9sic regulations issued 
December 19. 1974 by the Office of 
Human Development *45 CFR Part 1340) 
included a reference to the effective date 
for the parts of the Child Abuse Preven¬ 
tion and Treatment Act which applied to 
Titles IV-A and B of the Social Secur¬ 
ity Act. The date was stated to be “July 
1. 1975 or the close of the State’s next 
legislative session, whichever is later". 

Upon further review, the Department 
concludes that most State agencies can 
meet the four requirements by adminis¬ 
trative action. 

Accordingly, the Anal regulations are 
made effective within the time span 
(May 2, 1977) normally used for regula¬ 
tions that impose new requirements, with 
the following exceptions: 

a. In States that have neither report¬ 
ing laws nor legally binding administra¬ 
tive procedures, the requirements of 
9 231.2 (a). (b>. *c>, (d). and <f) would 
not be applicable until the close of the 
State’s next legislative session, or the 
end of the 90-day period, whichever is 
later: and 

b In States whose reporting law or 
legally binding administrative procedures 
do not cover children up to age 18. the 
requirements of 9 231.2 (b). CO. <d>. and 
(f) would not be applicable to children 
above the nge specified in current State 
law or legally binding administrative 
procedures until the close of the State’s 
next legislative session or the end of the 
90-day period, whichever is later. 

An exception in 9 231.2(c) provides 
that the investigation must be carried out 
bv another agency when the report of 
child abuse or neglect involves acts or 
omissions by the IV-A or IV-B State or 
local agency. The purposes of this pro¬ 


vision are to conform these regulation* to 
the basic regulations in 45 CFR 1340^-3 
<dM3). and to insure impartial Innsti- 
gallons. The basis is the Department's 
belief that this provision will insure pub¬ 
lic confidence in the objectivity of the 
investigations, without Imposing nn un¬ 
due burden on States since it Is anUci- 
pated that there will be very few such 
cases requiring Investigation by another 
agency. 

The only factor which would other¬ 
wise cause the Department to contem¬ 
plate a second notice of proposed rule- 
making would be its altered interpreta¬ 
tion of the statute, given Pub. L. 93-647. 
However, this represents a Departmen¬ 
tal interpretation of the statute, and 
there is no requirement under the Ad¬ 
ministrative Procedure Act to issue in¬ 
terpretive rules in proposed form. Never¬ 
theless. the Department will be pleased to 
review* any written comments concern¬ 
ing Its interpretation of the interaction 
between Pub. L. 93-247 and Pub. L. 93- 
647, which are received by the Adminis¬ 
trator. Social and Rehabilitation Service. 
Department of Health. Education, and 
Welfare. P.O. Box 2372. Washington, 
D C. 20013 on or before March 18, 1977, 
with a view to further revision If indi¬ 
cated. In order to assure prompt han¬ 
ding of comments, please refer to PSA- 
50-R. Agencies and organizations are re¬ 
quested to submit their comment* in 
duplicate.

$231.2 Stale plan requirement*. 

A State plan under title IV-B of the 
Act and under title IV-A. if the single 
Slate agency for IV-A administers any 
program or project related to child abuse 

or neglect, shall: 

(a) State laws or legally binding ad¬ 
ministrative procedures. Include a certi¬ 
fication by the State Attorney General 
that there are in effect State laws or 
legally binding administrative procedures 
for the reporting of known or suspected 
instances of abuse or neglect of children 
up to age 18. for investigation of such 
reports, and for action pursuant to the 
results of investigation. 

(b) Provision for reporting . Certify 
that the State or the 8tate or local 
agency administering the program under 
Part A or B of title IV of the Act: 


(1) Provides for the reporting of known 
or suspected instances of child abuse and 
neglect; 

<2) Complies with all State laws and 
legally binding administrative procedures 
regarding such reporting; and 

(3) If it enters into agreement for pur¬ 
chase of services or for the performance 
of any aspect of a program or project 
related to child abuse or neglect, includes 
a requirement for the provider to report 
instances of child abuse or neglect. 

(c) Prompt investigation . Provide that, 
upon receipt of a report of known or 
suspected instances of child abuse or 
neglect, regarding a child covered by the 
State* child welfare services program 
under title IV-B, or a program or project 
related to child abuse or neglect admin¬ 
istered or supervised by the title IV-A 
agency, the State or local agency will 
promptly initiate an investigation to sub¬ 
stantiate the accuracy of the report, un¬ 
less. under State law or legally binding 
administrative procedures, such respon¬ 
sibility is exclusively reserved to some 
other agency, or unless the report in¬ 
volves the acts or omissions of the State 
or local agency itself. In the latter ease, 
the investigation must be conducted by a 
different agency or organization. 

(d) Action upon a finding of abuse or 
neglect. Provide that, upon a finding of 
abuse or neglect resulting from an in¬ 
vestigation required pursuant to para¬ 
graph (c> of this section, the State or 
local agency will take immediate steps to 
protect the health and welfare of the 
abused or neglected child, as well as that 
of any other child under the same care, 
who may be In danger of abuse or neglect. 

<e) Confidentiality of records. Certify 
that the 8tatc or local agency has in 


effect methods to preserve the confi¬ 
dentiality of all records concerning re¬ 
ports of child abuse and neglect in order 
to protect the rights of the child, and his 
parents or guardians, in accordance with 
f 205.50 of this chapter. For purposes of 
this section, the provisions of 45 CFR 
205.50 are applicable to title IV-B. 

if) Cooperation among agencies Cer¬ 
tify that law-enforcement officials, 
courts of competent Jurisdiction, and ap¬ 
propriate 8tate agencies providing 
human services in relation to prevention, 
identification, and treatment of child 
Abuse and neglect cooperate with the 
State or local agency in carrying out the 
IV-B program and any projects or pro¬ 
grams administered under tiUc IV-A. 

Effective date: The regulation in this 
section shall be effective May 2. 1977, or 
earlier at Stute option, except that States 
which need to amend their laws need not 
comply with the requirements of I 231 2 
(a), <b>, <c). (d). and (f) until the close 
of their next legislative session.

ONION IMPORTS 

Minimum Grade and Size Requirements 

This proposal would amend minimum 
grade and size requirements for imported 
onions. 

Notice is hereby given of a proposed 
amendment of $ 980,115 Onion import 
regulation <41 FR 30014, 51797 >. appli¬ 
cable to the Importation of onions into 
the United States to become effective 
March 28, 1977, under the Agricultural 
Marketing Agreement Act of 1937, as 
amended <7 UJS.C. 601 et seq.). 

Under section 8e of the act <7 U.S.C. 
608e-l>, whenever two or more market¬ 
ing orders are concurrently in effect 
regulating the same agricultural com¬ 
modity produced In different areas of 
the United States, the Importation of 
such commodity shall be prohibited 
unless it complies with the grade, size, 
quality, and maturity provisions of the 
order which, as determined by the Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture, regulates the com¬ 
modity produced in the area with which 
the imported commodity is in most di¬ 
rect competition. 

Onion import regulation $ 980.115 (41 
FR 30014. 51797), became effective 
July 25. 1976, was amended Novem¬ 
ber 29. 1976, and sets forth similar 
grade, size, quality, and maturity re¬ 
quirements as those in effect for onions 
handled under Marketing Order No. 958. 
as amended (7 CFR Part 958) regulat¬ 
ing' the shipments of onions grown in 
designated counties in Idaho and Mal¬ 
heur County. Oregon. 


Grade, size, quality, and maturity re¬ 
quirements would become effective for 
the period March 7 through May 14.1977 
(41 FR 54949) under Marketing Order 
No. 959, as amended <7 CFR Part 959>, 
regulating the handling of onions grown 
in South Texas. It Is anticipated that Im¬ 
ported onions will be in most direct com¬ 
petition with those regulated under Mar¬ 
keting Order 959 on or about March 28 
and the proposed changes will be neces¬ 
sary to bring import regulations into line 
with domestic regulations covering South 
Texas onions. 

Consideration will be given to any 
written data, views, or arguments per¬ 
taining to the proposed amendment 
which are filed in duplicate with the 
Hearing Clerk. Room 112-A. United 
States Department of Agriculture.

The proposed amendment is as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 980.115 Onion Import regula¬ 
tion <41 FR 30014, 51797). is hereby fur¬ 
ther amended to read as follows: 

§ 980.115 Onion import regulation. 

Pursuant to section 8e of the act (7 
UJS.C. 608e-1) and except as otherwise 
provided herein, during the period be¬ 
ginning March 28. 1977, and continuing 
through May 14.1977, the importation of 
onions is prohibited unless such onions 
are Inspected and meet the requirements 
of this section. 

(a) Minimum grade and size require¬ 
ments. (1) Grade. Not to exceed 20 per¬ 
cent defects of UJB. No. 1 grade. In per¬ 
centage grade lots, tolerances for serious 
damage shall not exceed 10 percent in¬ 
cluding not more than 2 percent decay. 
Double the lot tolerance shall be per¬ 
mitted in individual packages in percent¬ 
age grade lots. Applications of tolerances 
in UJ9. Grade Standards shall apply to 
in-grade lots. 

(2) Size. White onions—1 inch mini¬ 
mum diameter; all other varieties of 
onions—1% inches minimum diameter. 

<b> Condition. Due consideration shall 
be given to the time to the time required 
for transportation and entry of onions 
into the United States. Onions with tran¬ 
sit time from country of origin to entry 
into the United States of ten or more 
days may be entered if they meet an 


average tolerance for decay of not more 
than 5 percent, provided they meet the 
other requirements of this section. 

(c) Minimum quantity. Any Imports* 
tlon which in the aggregate does not ex¬ 
ceed 100 pounds in any day. may be Im¬ 
ported without regard to the provisions 
of this section. 

(d> Plant quarantine. Provisions of 
this section shall not supersede the re¬ 
strictions or prohibitions on onions under 
the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912. 

(e) Designation of governmental in¬ 
spection service . The Federal or the Fed¬ 
eral-State Inspection Service. Fruit and 
Vegetable Division. Agricultural Market¬ 
ing Service. United States Department of 
Agriculture, and the Fruit and Vegetable 
Division. Production and Marketing 
Branch, Canada Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. are designated as governmental in¬ 
spection services for certifying the grade, 
size, quality and maturity of onions that 
are Imported Into the United States un¬ 
der the provisions of section 8c of the 
act. 

<f> Inspection and official inspection 
certificates . 

(1) An official inspection certificate 
certifying the onions meet the United 
States import requirements for onloni 
under section 8e <7 U.3.C. G08c-l\ is¬ 
sued by a designated governmental in¬ 
spection service and applicable to a spe¬ 
cific lot is required on all imports of 
onions. 

(2) Inspection and certification by the 
Federal or Federal-State Inspection 
Service will be available and performed 
in accordance with the rules and regula¬ 
tions governing certification of fresh 
fruits, vegetables and other products 
(Part 51 of this title). Each lot shall be 
made available and accessible for Inspec¬ 
tion as provided therein. Cost of inspec¬ 
tion and certification shall be borne by 
the applicant 

(3) Since inspectors may not be sta¬ 
tioned in the Immediate vicinity of sonic 
smaller ports of entry, importers of 
onions should make advance arrange¬ 
ments for inspection by ascertaining 
whether or not there Is an Inspector lo¬ 
cated at their particular port of entry. 
For all ports of entry where an Inspection 
office is not located, each Importer must 
give the specified advance notice to the 
applicable office listed below prior to the 
time the onions will be imported.

MOZZARELLA CHEESES 

Optional Use of Safe and Suitable Artificial 
Coloring 

The Food and Drug Administration is 
proposing to amend the standards of 
identity for mozzarella cheeses to permit 
the addition of safe and suitable artifi¬ 
cial coloring during the manufacturing 
process. The proposal affects the stand¬ 
ards of identity for mozzarella cheese 
(21 CFR 19.600) and low moisture moz¬ 
zarella cheese (21 CFR 19.805). and by 
cross-reference, part-skim mozzarella 
cheese (21 CFR 19.001) and low mois¬ 
ture part-skim mozzarella cheese (21 
CFR 19.606). Interested persons have 
until April 4, 1977. to comment. 

Aiello Dairy Farms Co., Inc.. 1638 63d 
St., Brooklyn, N.Y. 11204, has filed a pe¬ 
tition proposing that the mozzarella 
cheese standards be amended to provide 
for the optional addition of the color 
additive, titanium dioxide, to the cheeses 
during the manufacturing process at a 
level not exceeding 1 percent by weight 
of the food as permitted in 5 8.316 (21 
CFR 8.316). The petition and supporting 
documents arc on file in the office of the 
Hearing Clerk. Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration <address below). 

Grounds given by the petitioner in 
support of the proposed amendment are 
as follows: (1) Mozzarella cheese is con¬ 
sidered highly desirable when it has a 
uniformly white, satiny appearance, and 
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many consumers will not purchase it 
otherwise; (2) cow’s milk has a definite 
but variable carotene content, which 
varies with season and breed of cattle, 
so the color of mozzarella cheese made 
from cow’s milk often displays a soiled, 
yellow appearance; (3) bleaching of the 
milk fat with benzoyl peroxide and sub¬ 
sequent homogenization of the cheese 
milk, which Is one of the present per¬ 
mitted whitening methods, is time con¬ 
suming. docs not whiten the cheese to 
the degree desired by mozzarella cheese 
processors, often leads to an oxidized 
flavor In the cheese, and may lead to a 
reduction of vitamin A activity; (4) the 
color additive, titanium dioxide, may be 
safely used for coloring foods generally, 
has proven to be an effective whltener 
for mozzarella cheese without producing 
obvious adverse effects on texture or fla¬ 
vor of the cheese and is relatively inex¬ 
pensive and easy to use. 

A supporting research study involving 
the application of titanium dioxide. In a 
range of approximately 0.02 to 0 05 per¬ 
cent by weight of the cheese milk, to 
whiten mozzarella cheese, showed uni¬ 
form whitening without adverse effects 
on texture or flavor. The study showed 
that concentrations of titanium dioxide 
of 0.1 percent or higher result in white 
sediment or dust on walls of vats and on 
utensils and in an Irregular deposition 
of powder in the cheese, often culminat¬ 
ing In flaking. This larger amount Is said 
to be required only with high-fat Jersey 
or Guernsey milk, obtained in late 
spring or early summer when carotene 
levels arc at a maximum. For most 
blended cheese milk, levels as low as 
0.025 percent appear satisfactory in giv¬ 
ing mozzarella cheese a uniform white, 
satiny appearance. 

The study states that titanium dioxide 
is a biologicaly inert compound that ap¬ 
parently does not react chemically with 
fat or other milk components, thus avoid¬ 
ing losses of vitamin A. The whitening 
effect results from a masking of the yel¬ 
low pigment. The study concludes that 
the application of titanium dioxide ap¬ 
parently satis Acs most of the require¬ 
ments for an effective whltener for moz¬ 
zarella cheese. 

The Commissioner of Food and Drugs 
believes that the petition and supporting 
research study establish reasonable 
grounds to publish the proposed amend¬ 
ment. Hie Commissioner further Is pro¬ 
posing to amend the standards to per¬ 
mit the use of ahy safe and suitable ar¬ 
tificial coloring without limiting the spe¬ 
cific colorings and the amounts that may 
be used. These restrictions are unneces¬ 
sary to assure safety of the foods be¬ 
cause Ingredients can only be used if 
they are ‘‘safe and suitable” as defined 
in 110.1(d) (21 CFR 10.1(d)). Section 
403 tk) of the Federal Food. Drug and 
Cosmetic Act (21 U.S.C. 343 (k)) specifi¬ 
cally exempts cheese from any declara¬ 
tion of optional artificial coloring. How¬ 
ever, to promote honesty and fair deal¬ 
ing in the interest of consumers, the 
Commissioner urges that manufacturers 


declare the presence of coloring when 
used. 

The Commissioner proposes that, ex¬ 
cept as to any provisions that may be 
stayed by the filing of proper objections, 
all products initially Introduced into in¬ 
terstate commerce on or after January 
1, 1978, shall comply with the final 
regulation. 

A proposal published in the Fxaxi ial 
Reclstct of May 20. 1976 (41 PR 20690) 
would make other changes to the sec¬ 
tions affected by the proposal below. 
Reference to that document may be 
made if the reader wants to review all 
the proposed changes to the affected 
sections. 

The Commissioner has considered the 
environmental effects of the issuance or 
amendment of food standards and has 
concluded in I 6.1(d) (4) (21 CFR 6.1(d) 
(4) that food standards are not major 
agency actions significantly affecting the 
quality of the human environment. 
Therefore, an environmental impact 
statement is not required for this pro¬ 
posal.

(e) 52 Stat. 1046 as amended. 70 Stat.

(b> Milk, which is pasteurized, is 
wanned to approximately 88* F and sub¬ 
jected to the action of harmless lac tic- 
acid-producing bacteria, which may be 
added thereto as starter. The milk may 
be acidified with vinegar. Liquid rennet, 
or other safe and suitable milk-clotting 
enzyme that produces equivalent curd 
formation, or both may be added to aid 
in setting the milk to a semisolid mass. 
Safe and suitable artificial coloring may 
be added. The mass is cut, and it may be 
stirred to facilitate separation of whey 
from the curd. The whey is drained and 
the curd may be washed with cold water 
and the water drained off.

MOBILE HOME CONSTRUCTION AND 
SAFETY STANDARDS 

Interpretative Bulletins D-9-77 and 
F-2-77 

The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development is proposing Interpretative 
Bulletins with respect to two sections of 
the Federal Mobile Home Construction 
and Safety Standards. The purposes of 
these proposed Interpretative Bulletins 
are to provide guidance to the Industry 
for the evaluation of moisture content in 
lumber and to the industry and con¬ 
sumers regarding the language used In 
the heat loss certificate contained in 24 
CTO 280.510(b). 

Lumber Moisture Content 
Evaluation 

Section 280.304(a) of the Federal 
Mobile Home Construction and 8afety 
Standards requires that dimensional and 
board lumber not exceed 19 percent mois¬ 
ture content at the time of installation 
in the mobile home. A wide variation 
of improper field practices for determin¬ 
ing the acceptability of lumber to meet 
the required 19 percent maximum level 
of moisture content has necessitated the 
development of the guidelines contained 
herein These practices have included: 

<1> Improper evaluation of moisture 
content due to the condition of the lum¬ 
ber at the time of measurement; 

(3) Return of major quantities of 
identified lumber based upon a sampling 
of the lumber when proper drying time 
had not occurred; 

‘3‘ A measurement of moisture con¬ 
tent using moisture meters with uninsu¬ 
lated needles; and 

<4> Lumber identified as to moisture 
content being installed in mobile homes 
m a temporarily wet condition. 

Accordingly, the guidelines in D-9-77 
*111 provide the following: (1) The pro¬ 
cures to be followed when electrical 
blatant moisture meters are used to 
evaluate moisture content in lumber; (2) 
Acceptance under I 280.304(a) of lumber 


that was received at the mobile home 
manufacturer's factory with excessive 
moisture or in a temporarily wet condi¬ 
tion, if the lumber is allowed adequate 
time to dry prior to checking the mois¬ 
ture content, and if upon installation In 
the mobile home such lumber be dry; 
(3) Acceptance under $ 280.304(a) of 
lumber which has been identified by a 
nationally recognized grading agency as 
having a moisture content not in excess 
of 19 percent if all lumber surfaces are 
dry at the time of installation. 

Heat Loss Certificate 

The portion of the heat loss certificate 
required by 24 CFR 280.510(b) dealing 
with furnace operating economy and 
optimum energy conservation is provided 
as an advisory recommendation for con¬ 
sumers to assist them in determining 
suitable locations for their mobile homes 
to assure energy efficient operation of 
the homes. Misinterpretation of the rea¬ 
son for the advisory language contained 
on the certificate has necessitated the 
development of this Interpretative Bul¬ 
letin. 

The Department is Issuing this Inter¬ 
pretative Bulletin to make it clear that 
the advisory language on the heating 
certificate: (1) Only points out the con¬ 
ditions whereby the furnace equipment 
provided with the mobile home would 
operate efficiently and optimize energy 
conservation, and (2) does not prohibit 
mobile home manufacturers from install¬ 
ing furnace equipment having a greater 
capacity than required to maintain an 
indoor temperature of 70* F for the out¬ 
door temperatures encountered in the 
climatic zone specified on the heating 
certificate. A prohibition on greater fur¬ 
nace capacity would be inappropriate be¬ 
cause local climatic variations may re¬ 
quire larger heating equipment to main¬ 
tain an average 70* F temperature inside 
the mobile home. 

However, regardless of the size of fur¬ 
nace Installed, the outdoor winter design 
temperature <97 *4%) specified on the 
heating certificate sliall be determined 
in accordance with the method described 
in footnote 1 of 5 380.510(b). 

The Department has determined that 
an Environmental Impact Statement is 
not required with respect to these pro¬ 
posals. A copy of the Finding of Inappli¬ 
cability Is available for inspection and 
copying according to Department rules 
and regulations during regular business 
hours at the Mobile Home Standards 
Division.

MoUture content for dimensional and 
board lumber shall be evaluated by test 
methods described In A STM D-2016. When¬ 
ever an electrode resistance type moisture 
meter is used to evaluate moisture content, 
it Is recommended that an insulated needle 
be used. The needle shall be driven to a depth 
of H"-***" for board lumber of 1‘* nominal 
thickness and W for dimensional lumber 
of 2" nominal thickness. 

Electrical resistance meters shall not be 
used on material that has recently been ex¬ 
posed to rain, dew, or high humidity and is 
in a temporarily wet condition.

The temperature shown on the heating 
certificate relating to maximum furnace op¬ 
erating economy and optimum energy con¬ 
servation is provided as an advisory recom¬ 
mendation to consumers in selecting an en¬ 
ergy efficient mobile home that is suitable 
for the climatic requirements of the area in 
which the home is to be Installed. However, 
this recommendation on operating economy 
and energy conservation is not intended to 
prohibit manufacturers from installing heat¬ 
ing equipment having a larger capacity than 
required to maintain an indoor temperature 
of 70* F in the climatic zone specified on 
the heating certificate.

California: Proposed Approval of 
Compliance Schedules 

On May 31. 1972 (37 FR 10842). Sep- 
texnber 22. 1972 (37 FR 19812), and 
May 14. 1973 (38 FR 12702), pursuant to 
Section 110 of the Clean Air Act, as 
ame nded (42 U.S.C. 1857c-5) and 40 
CFR Part 51. the Administrator approved 
and promulgated portions of the Cali¬ 
fornia plan for the implementation of 
the national ambient air quality stand¬ 
ards. On February 3. 1976. after notice 
and public hearings, the Governor of 
California through his designee sub¬ 
mitted to the Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) revisions to the state com¬ 
pliance schedule portion of the approved 
plan. This publication proposes that 
these revisions be approved, with specific 
exceptions discussed below, pursuant to 
Section 110 of the Clean Air Act and 40 
CFR 51,8. _ 

Thirteen compliance schedules were 
submitted, all of which have been found 
to satisfy the requirements of sec tion 110 
of the Clean Air Act and 40 CFR Part 51. 
However, seven of the schedules have ex¬ 
pired and the affected sources are now 
required to be in compliance with the 
applicable air pollution control regula¬ 
tions. Therefore. EPA will take no action 
with regard to the compliance schedules 
submitted for these sources. It is pro¬ 
posed that the remaining six schedules 
listed below be approved as revisions to 
the State plan. 

Each proposed compliance schedule 
revision establishes a new date by which 
the individual air pollution source must 
comply with an emission limitation 
specified by the implementation plan. 
This date is indicated in the table below, 
under the heading "Final Compliance 
Date". In some cases, the schedule in¬ 
cludes incremental steps toward com¬ 
pliance with the specified regulations. 
While the table below does not include 
these interim dfltes, the actual compli¬ 
ance schedules does. The Increments of 
progress, as well os the final compliance 
date, are legally enforceable by the 
Administrator pursuant to Section 113 
of the Clear Air Act, as amended. 

The heading "Effective Date" In the 
table below refers to the date the com¬ 
pliance schedule becomes effective for 
purposes of federal enforcement. The 
entry "Immediately" under that heading 
indicates that the schedule will be fed-

The survey has been completed and the

Establishment of Certification 

January 26. 1977, 

Under the terms of the Bilateral Cot¬ 
ton. Wool and Man-Made Fiber Textile 
Agreement of December 29, 1975, be¬ 
tween the Governments of the United 
State#* and Thailand, the Government of 
Thailand has undertaken to limit its ex¬ 
ports of cotton, wool and man-made fiber 
textile products to the United States to 
certain designated levels. Pursuant to 
this agreement, the Governments of the 
United States and Thailand have estab¬ 
lished an administrative mechanism to 
exempt from the levels of restraint of 
the bilateral agreement: (1) Shipments 
of cotton, wool and/or man-made fiber 
textile products valued under $250: <2) 
handmade cottage industry products of 
handloomed fabrics; (3) traditional Thai 
folklore products. Including certain 
handknotted carpets. 

Effective on March 4. 1977. cotton, wool 
and/or man-made fiber textile products 
that are to be exempted from the levels 
of restraint of the bilateral agreement 
must be accompanied by a certification 
issued by the Government of Thailand. 
The certification will be a stamped mark¬ 
ing In blue ink on the front of the Invoice 
< Special Customs Invoice Form 5515. suc¬ 
cessor document, or commercial invoice, 
when such form Ls used) and will include 
the signature and title of the official is¬ 
suing the certification; Identify the items 
exempted; indicate the date the certifi¬ 
cation was signed and certified; and 
carry the certificate number. In the space 
marked “Description'* on the certification 
stamp the Government of Thailand will 
indicate that the shipment is either val¬ 
ued at less than $250; is a handmade cot¬ 
tage industry product of handloomed 
fabric; or will name the particular Thai 
traditional folklore product listed in the 
attachment to this notice. 

A copy of the certification stamp is 
published os an enclosure to the letter 
set forth below.

Yao Man's Shirt: A loose-fitting garment of 
coarse dark homespun with klmona sleeves 
and an unusual front closing which laps 
to the left of the neckline and then curves 
in an arc to the aide seam, secured by 
braided loops and tiny bells which serve 
as buttons.

The 
cap is usually of several colors and is topped 
by a wool pom-pom.

Akha hat: A very elaborate accessory formed 
of a semi-cylindrical shield of thin bamboo 
tied around the head and extending about 
six inches from the forehead where it John 
a circular top. The shield Is covered with 
black cotton bound In red and omsmenteu 
with alternating rows of silver discs »ati 
double strands of Jeb's tear bead*, the 
rows ending In clump* of feather*. Match* 
lng tabs are sewed at the ends of the hot* 
tom row far fastening to the head, srd 
medallions ore sewed on here and am* 
the bottom to dangle on the forehead At 
the top of the shield Is a circular band t.i 
bamboo on which rests a square with di- 
agonal braces strung with row. of colored 
thread and secured by a metal disc at th* 
center. The corners of the square srr 
trimmed with feather clumps and thin 
tassels of dyed Jute. 

Akha Sashes. Can be of bright coame home¬ 
spun with contrasting stripe* woven st d.< 
ends or a more elaborate style whkh 1* 
worn draped in front over a dark plate 
sash, somewhat like a square .-carf hnnf 
diagonally with the points to the center 
This type comprise* an intricately wovtn 
design of an all-over pattern with a wide 
decorative border and la woven in many 
colors.

HUttribe jackets or blouses: Patterned after 
lb* karen straight-cut garment, but with¬ 
out the long-fringe The hUltrlbe garment 
baa a heavier-patterned, deeper-bordered 
dttftgn ending In a one-inch fringe around 
the bottom- Woven homespun with braided 
cord trim at neck and arms. 

Cbiengmal Jackets and blouses: Traditional 
KUnona vtyle with round neck, meeting In 
the center front with an underlap, and se¬ 
cured by a aeries of narrow self- tie string*. 
Tha style varies from very coarse plain 
homespun fabric for work jackets to 
printed medium cotton for men’s shirt* 
and to plain medium cotton with decora¬ 
tive border for women’s dress garments. 

ChfrngmtLi shoulder bags: Made of striped 
woven homespun with end bands ter¬ 
minating In tassel fringe. Two-Inch piece* 
of heavy cotton yam are often sewed like 
tassels in rows on the end band*.

Akita man’s jacket: Mode of black homespun 
cotton, the Akha man’s shirt has a Man¬ 
darin style collar.

There are usually rowi of cross-stitch 
embroidery. 

Akha woman’s Jacket: The Akha woman’s 
jacket Is similar to the man’s except that 
It to collariesa and there l* usually more 
of the contrasting colored material used 
to decorate It. 

Meo skirt: A Meo skirt consists of six yards 
of pleated Meo Batik. The border to an 
embroidered strip of material approxi¬ 
mately the same length. The Meo Batik 
to white and navy blue. The trim to an 
infinite variety of colors and design. It 
usually has atrip* of material appllqued 
on breaking the pattern of embroidery. 
Meo apron: The Meo apron Is purely decora¬ 
tive. It conatota of embroidery applique

Lahu wall hanging: Hand woven, the Lahu 
Wall Hangings consist of several rows of 
a traditional Lahu design Interspersed 
with rows of pom-poms or a solid row of 
wool woven Into another design.

Guideline for Reporting Details of Clinical 
Trials 

The Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) announce# the availability of a 
guideline developed by the Bureau of 
Veterinary Medicine for reporting the 
details of clinical trials using an investi¬ 
gational new animal drug in food-pro¬ 
ducing animals. The guideline will be 
used as an aid in reporting to FDA in¬ 
formation necessary to support an ex¬ 
emption for the investigational use of a 
new animal drug in food-producing ani¬ 
mals as part of an Investigational new 
animal drug application < IN AD). 


Section 512CJ) of the Federal Food. 
Drug, and Cosmetic Act (21 UB.C. 
360b (J)) provide# for the establishment 
of regulations for obtaining an exemption 
from the requirement of on approved 
new animal drug application for the in¬ 
vestigational use of a new animal drug. 

Section 511.1(b)(4) (21 CFR 511.1 

(b)(4)) of the new animal drug regu¬ 
lations provides that prior to shipment 
of a new animal drug for clinical tests 
in animals the sponsor must submit to 
FDA a "Notice of Claimed Investigational 
Exemption for a New Animal Drug.” The 
notice must include information regard¬ 
ing the identity of the drug, all labeling 
and other pertinent information supplied 
to the investigators, the name and ad¬ 
dress of each investigator, and the ap¬ 
proximate number of animals to be 
treated (or If not available, the amount 
of new animal drug to be shipped). If 
the new animal drug Is to be given to 
food-producing animals, the notice must 
also include information regarding drug 
dosage, data to show that food derived 
from treated animals is safe for con¬ 
sumption when the drug is administered 
under the proposed conditions of use. and 
a commitment that the edible products 
from treated animals will not be used 
for food without prior authorization. 

Following evaluation of the request for 
exemption, an authorization to market 
treated animals may be granted that is 
conditioned on the sponsors providing the 
appropriate details of each clinical trial. 

The guideline that is the subject of this 
notice sets forth the format on informa¬ 
tion required to be submitted by the spon¬ 
sor regarding each clinical trial in food- 
producing animals.

1. Back around. Part 1953 of Title 29. 
Code of Federal Regulations, provides 
procedures under section 18 of the Oc¬ 
cupational Safety and Health Act of 
1970 (29 U. 8 .C. 667) (hereinafter referred 
to as the Act) for review of changes and 
progress in the development and imple¬ 
mentation of State plans which have 
been approved in accordance with sec¬ 
tion 18(c) of the Act and Part 1902 of 
this chapter. On March 6 . 1974. a notice 
was published in the Federal Register 
(39 FR 8611) of the approval of the 
Indiana plan and the adoption of Sub¬ 
part Z of Part 1952 containing the deci¬ 
sion of approval. On June 2. July 14. 
August 25, and November 6 . 1975. the 
State of Indiana submitted to the Chi¬ 
cago Regional Office of the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration sup¬ 
plements to the plan involving State 
initiated changes and developmental 
changes. Following Regional Office re¬ 
view. the supplements were forwarded 
to the Assistant Secretary of Labor for 
Occupational Safety and Health (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the Assistant Sec¬ 
retary) for his determination as to 
whether they should be approved. The 
supplements are described below. 

2. Description of the supplements, (a) 
The supplement submitted June 2. 1975, 
concerns the creation of the position of 
Administrative Officer III within the Di¬ 
vision of Labor whose responsibility it is 
to monitor the progress of standards 
promulgated at the Federal level. This 
function had previously been assigned to 
the safety training consultants in the 
Bureau of Safety Education and Train¬ 
ing as described on page 64 of the State 
plan. By transferring this function from 
the Bureau, the Administrative Officer 
may more effectively assist the Stand¬ 
ards Commission to respond to standards 
promulgated at the Federal level. 

<b) The supplement submitted July 14. 
1975. concerns Indiana’s identification of 
twenty-five (25) most common violations 
of the State safety and health standards. 
This identification was specified as a de¬ 
velopmental task on page 120 of the 
Indiana State Plan. 

(c) The supplement submitted August 
25. 1975, concerns the use of a letter by 
the State notifying the employer that no 
cause was found during the course of an 
inspection to issue a citation. This letter 
is identical In substance to the post-card 
prescribed in Field Information Memo¬ 
randum (FTM) No. 75-30 issued by the 
Occupational Safety and Health Admin¬ 
istration to its Area Offices for use within 
the Federal program. 

(d> The supplement submitted No¬ 
vember 6 , 1975. concerns the reformula¬ 
tion of Indiana’s training course for new 
inspectors and involves reducing the 
original five-week classroom course to 
four weeks, with the addition of three 
weeks on-the-job training with an ex¬ 
perienced inspector, plus an additional 
week if necessary. 


3. Location of the plan and its sup¬ 
plements for inspection and copying. A 
copy of the supplements, along with the 
approved plan, may bo inspected and 
copied during normal business hours at 
the following locations: Office of the 
Director.

The Assist¬ 
ant Secretary finds that the Indiana 
plan supplements are consistent with 
commitments and developmental steps 
outlined in the plan. Accordingly, it is 
determined that further opportunity for 
public notice and comment is unneces¬ 
sary.

Compared to the previous quarter, em¬ 
ployment of production workers at the 
Dover.

Average weekly hours worked by em¬ 
ployees Increased 100 percent during 
January-September 1976 compared to 
January-September 1975. 

Sales or Production, or Both, Have 
Decreased Absolutely 

Production at E L W of Dover. In¬ 
corporated declined 48 percent in 1975 
from 1974. Production at the Dover plant 
began shifting from work pants to styled 
jeans in November 1975. 81nce October 
1976 only styled Jeans have been pro¬ 
duced at the plant. Production at E & W 
of Dover. Incorporated increased 57 per¬ 
cent during January-September 1976 
compared to January-8eptember 1975 

Increased Imports 

The quantity of Imports of men's and 
boys* woven cotton and man-made fiber 
work trousers and one-piece suits In¬ 
creased both absolutely and relative to 


domestic production In 1975 from 1974. 
Imports Increased 35 percent from 7.5 
million units In 1974 to 10.1 million 
units in 1975. Imports increased 42 per¬ 
cent In quantity during January-Septem¬ 
ber 1976 compared to January-Septem¬ 
ber 1975—from 7.6 million units to 10.8 
million units. 

Contributed Importantly 

From 1966 to November 1975 E * W of 
Dover was a contractor solely for one 
clothing manufacturer. Purchases by a 
major customer of the manufacturer—

Subject: Procurement Policy for the Serv¬ 
ice Contract Act. 

In June 1974. the Offloe of Management 
and Budget convened representatives of sev¬ 
eral executive branch ogencleo, including the 
Department of Labor (DOL), to attempt to 
resolve certain important procurement prob¬ 
lem* which had resulted from the application 
by the DOL of Interpretations and regula¬ 
tions It hod adopted to Implement the Serv¬ 
ice Contract Act, as amended An inter¬ 
agency working group was established and 
after month* of deliberation developed meas¬ 
ures to resolve or reduce the problems which 
had been identified. These measure* werr 
published by the Department of Labor nn 
April 9, 1976, as proposed amendment* to it* 
regulations. Comments were received from 
Interested parties, and pubUo hearings were 
conducted In June 1975, to provide further 
opportunity for comment. Subsequently, on 
January 30. 1076, the Department of labor 
formally amended Its regulations to adopt in 
modified form only two of the five amend* 
menu proposed, and rejected completely the 
other three. 

I have reviewed the action taken and mate 
the following findings: 

1. The amendment* published by the DOL 
and made effective March 8, 1976. do not pro¬ 
vide solutions to the major procurement 
problems arising out of the application by 
DOL of Interpretation* and regulation* Im¬ 
plementing the Service Contract Act, a* 
amended, which led the Office of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget to Initiate the Inter¬ 
agency effort In 1974. 

2. Existing Department of Labor policy 
acts to restrain competition for the do** of 
service contracts where the Government does 
not specify a place of performance. 

3. Compliance with existing Department of 
Labor policy will result in inefficient Federal 
procurement and in excessive costs to thr 
Government. 

4. These DOL regulation* are procurement 
regulations subject to the authority con¬ 
ferred upon me by the Office of Federal Pro¬ 
curement Policy Act (PX. 93-400). 

5. The policies and procedures curreptlv 
In controversy arc at most dlucretlouAry and 
Are not mandated by statute; and 

6. The proscription of policy a* tel forth 
below It In accordance with applicable laws 

Pursuant to the authority vested In me 
by the Office of Federal Procurement Policy 
Act, PX. 93-400, I hereby determine that 
Federal agencies will comply with the Service 
Contract Act, os amended, by conforming to 
the following: 

I. "The successor’* provisions of the Serv¬ 
ice Contract Act, a* amended, which require 
an employer to pay his employees under a 
contract succeeding a contract subject to the 
Act not less than the wages and fringe bene¬ 
fit* reflected in a collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment under the predecessor contract, will be 
applied only In circumstances where substan¬ 
tially the same services will be performed 
at the same place a* the previous contract. 
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2 Wbcrt the place of performance of con¬ 
tract service* It not specified by the Govern- 
mcnt. and therefore may vary with each con¬ 
tractor's location, wage and fringe benefit 
determination*, shall reflect rate* applicable 
to the ultimate place of contract perform¬ 
ance In these cases, the Initial solicitation 
need not contain a wage determination, but 
will sene merely to identify the firms which 
will participate in the procurement. Upon 
identification of those firms, the contracting 
office shall file with the Department of labor 
a notice of Intention to make a service con¬ 
tract. and shall Identify each location where 
the work may be performed, as indicated 
by the qualified and responsive firms which 
respond to the initial aoMcttaitlon. Any 
awardee of a contract shall be required to pay 
each employee covered by the Service Con¬ 
tract Act. as amended, either In accordance 
with the wage determination appropriate for 
the actual location of performance or in 
accordance with a collective bargaining 
agreement, aa set forth below 

3. When a contractor bids on a contract 
which will be subject to the Service Contract 
Act. as amended, and which will he per¬ 
formed tn tte own facility with an existing 
work force which Is covered by a collective 
bargaining agreement, compliance with the 
rates of pay and firing© benefits specified In 
that agreement, shall sntlafy obligation* un¬ 
der the Service Contract Act, The contractor 
may base Its price on those rates In lieu of 
any wage determination which may be 
issued 

These provisions shall be effective March 1. 
1077

COKTRACT Act. as Amcsdkp 

The Service Contract Act waA passed by 
Con great and signed into law In 1905 The 
stated purpose of Cong r ess was to provide 
wage protection for service employees who 
were the victims of fierce cost oompetIUon 
fox the performance of services at Govern¬ 
ment installations Contract typically dis¬ 
cussed at the time involved, laundry, guard, 
and custodial Bervioea. Generally, thcie work¬ 
ers were captive to the geographic ares In 
which they lived and to the type of work 
that they could perform They did not have 
union representation and were at the mercy 
y which paid the lowest wages 
and bid tho lowest price for the contract. 
The Act authorised the Secretary of Labor to 
Iasuc minimum wage and fringe benefit de¬ 
terminations for the*© contracts, based on 
the prevailing rates for similar work In the 
locality, 

On the surface, the Service Contract Act 
appeared to be an adequate solution to a 
serlqua problem, but many provisions of the 
law were vague resulting In the Department 
of Labor developing interpretive regtifationa 
to Implement the law. The Initial regulation* 
re hu I ted in oomplain is from organized labor, 
contracting agencies, and industry groups— 
each contending, for various reasonn. that 
amendment* to the law and the regulations 
were needed. 

One complaint was based upon events 
which arose at Cape Kennedy during reoom- 
peution of a requirement for base support 
services at that installation. So long as the 
incumbent contractor retaiuod the work the 
wage rates of the contractor's employees were 
established under a collective bargaining 


agreement < CBA i with a craft union The 
"follow-on" contractor, however, had a CBA 
with an industrial union with lower wage 
rates. Many contract employee* who were 
hired by the new contractor had worked for 
the predecessor contractor. They were forced 
to accept cute in wages even though they 
continued to perform the same work. In 1979 
Congress sought to deal with this obvious in¬ 
justice by the enactment of Section 4(c) to 
the Service Contract Act Additional prob¬ 
lems under tbe Act were Also addressed by 
the 1972 amendment. 

Successes Cosm act luius 

Section 4(o) require* that where the Gov¬ 
ernment award* a successor contract, for 
work previously under contract, tho employer 
under the successor contract must pay his 
employee not lees than the wages and fringe 
benefits paid by his predecessor, provided 
these were reflected In a CBA. Thus, because 
of the successor contract provision* of the 
1072 amendment, the Cape Kennedy circum¬ 
stances could not recur since the same em¬ 
ployees under the successor contract must be 
paid at least the wages and fringe bene flu 
specified in the prior CBA. 

The Department or Labor did not limit 
application of successor eon tracts to those 
where the new contract is performed in sub¬ 
stantially the same place aa the previous 
contract, instead the DOL extended the suc¬ 
cessor provision to all continuing require¬ 
ment* for service*, even though the work 
might be performed In different localities. As 
a result a contractor, performing a service 
contract in ite facility in one part of the 
country. Is required to pay wages not less 
than those which were negotiated in an en¬ 
tirely different part of the country. Thu 
forces a contractor in a low living cost area 
to pay rates collectively bargained In a high 
living cost area, a result which does not serve 
the national Interest. First, it creates an un¬ 
justified Increase in the cost of needed serv¬ 
ices to the Government. Second. It can dis¬ 
turb the successor contractor's labor rela¬ 
tions by requiring that employee* under the 
subject contract be paid more than employ¬ 
ees doing similar work at the same location 
under other contracts. Third. It contribute* 
to higher labor costs and inflationary trends 
in the surrounding community. 

The policy issuance, to be effective March 
1, 1977. provides that tbe “aucceasor«hlp , ' , 
provisions erf the Service Contract Act. as 
amended, shall be applicable where substan¬ 
tially the same services will be perfarmed by 
the successor contractor, in the same loca¬ 
tion This will ensure that situations such os 
that at Cape Kennedy, which gave n-e to the 
successor amendment to the Act, cannot re¬ 
cur and at the same time avoid the situa¬ 
tions which increase procurement ooete and 
result tn artificial wage* above those prevail¬ 
ing in a bidder'* locality and above those 
applicable to identical private sector work of 
the bidder

A. Where place of per form ante u not 
Known at lime of solicitation. Por contract¬ 
ing situations not Involving successor cir¬ 
cumstances, the Service Contract Act requires 
that an solicitations for bids or proposals In¬ 
volving services covered by the Act contain 
provisions specifying the minimum wages and 
fringe benefits that must be paid to service 
employees. The minimum wage and fringe 
benefits must be those determined by the 
Secretary of Labor to be prevailing for such 
employees tn the locality, or to be tn accord¬ 
ance with a collective bargaining agreement 
covering such employee*. In most case* that 
come under the Act. the locality of perform¬ 
ance is readily determined because of agency 


requirements that performance be cm or twm 
a Government Installation. In th**r -jtuA- 
tlnna. the Department of Labor tout* * romi . 
mum wage determination for that locality 
and all bidders must plan on meeting uicw 
wage requirements. In other situations, the 
actual location of performance Is immatmti 
to the procuring agency Tn these tnrrtatra.

Allotments to States 

Notice is hereby given that the Assist¬ 
ant Secretary for Health, with the ap¬ 
proval of the Secretary of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, proposes to re¬ 
vise 8 54a 102 of Title 42. CFR. which seta 
forth the formula for allotting to the 
States funds for alcohol abuse and alco¬ 
holism prevention, treatment, and reha¬ 
bilitation programs appropriated pursu¬ 
ant to section 301 of the Comprehensive 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism Preven¬ 
tion. Treatment, and Rehabilitation Act 
of 1970 os amended by Pub. L. 93-282 and 
Pub. L. 94-371 (42 UB.C. 4571). 

Background 

Section 302(a) of the Act <42 U.S.C. 
4572) requires that funds be allotted to 
the 8tates “on the basis of the relative 
population, financial need, and need for 
more effect ivc prevention, treatment, and 
rehabilitation of alcohol abuse and alco¬ 
holism." Since fiscal year 1972. allot¬ 
ments to the States have been computed 
as follows <42 CFR 54a. 102): 

(1) Onc-thlrd weight on the basis of 
need for more effective prevention, treat¬ 
ment. and rehabilitation of alcohol abuse 
and alcoholism, expressed by the rela¬ 
tionship of the population in each State 
to the total population of all the States. 

(2) Two-thirds weight cn the basis of 
total population weighted by financial 
need, as determined by the relative per 
capital Income for each State for the 
three most recent consecutive years for 
which data is available from the U S. 
Department of Commerce. 

Early lost year, a report of the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Committee on 
legislation extending and amending al¬ 
cohol program authorities (Senate Re¬ 
port No. 94-705) expressed concern about 
this formula and saJd: 

The Committee wlshc* to itrau that the 
pro vial on of ibeae funds must be baaed on 
demonstrated need, aa provided in the origi¬ 
nal legislation, and fca adamant that thi* 
requirement be met. (emptiaal* original) 

In conference, the House agreed with 
the Senate, and section 3(b) of the law 
ultimately enacted (Pub. L. 94-371) re¬ 
quires the Secretary to establish, by 
regulation, a methodology for determin¬ 
ing the incidence and prevalence of al¬ 
cohol abuse within the States to be used 
In determining State need for more ef¬ 
fective prevention, treatment, and re¬ 
habilitation of alcohol abuse and alco¬ 
holism. Section 3(b) further requires 
that this be accomplished within 180 
days of enactment of the law—that is, 
by January 23. 1977. 

In carrying out this mandate, the Na¬ 
tional Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism (NIAAA) has invited full par¬ 
ticipation by the State alcohol agencies. 


Table 1 lists the formal meetings NIAAA 
has had with those agencies to explore 

(1) data and methodologies appropriate 
for assessing incidence and prevalence 
of alcohol abuse within the States, and 

(2) various weights which might be as¬ 
signed to the three factors in the for¬ 
mula. In addition, NIAAA has made 


periodic written reports to the state 
agencies, informing them of the progrtsi 
of its efforts, the formulae under con¬ 
sideration, and the estimated effect of 
several of these formulae on fiscal year 
1977 allocations. Many State agencies 
commented on the substance of these 
reports by letter or telephone.

NIAAA has been advised and assisted 
in the technical aspects of its efforts to 
revise the allotment formula by the Na¬ 
tional Center for Health Statistics. 

Proposed Methodolooy 

There ore many techniques for esti¬ 
mating rates of alcohol abuse and alco¬ 
holism—among them, extrapolations 
based on per capita sales of distilled 
spirits, deaths from cirrhosis of the liver, 
arrests for driving under the influence 
of alcohol, and utilization of treatment 
facilities. While some of these Indicators 
have been used to estimate the extent 
of alcohol abuse and alcoholism in the 
U.8. population on a national basis, none 
is appropriate for comparing the extent 
of alcohol abuse and alcoholism from 
one State to another—largely because 
definitions and reporting practices vary 
greatly from one jurisdiction to another. 
Furthermore, State alcohol agencies have 
expressed reluctance to have allotments 
based on such indicators. 

In view of the need for an objective, 
quantitative approach least influenced 
by differences in State reporting and 
recording practices, the following meth¬ 
odology is proposed to carry out the re¬ 
quirements of Pub. L. 94-371: 

<1) Identify demographic character¬ 
istics <e,g., age, sex. race, education, in¬ 
come. marital status) found to be as¬ 
sociated with “problem drinking** in 
selected sample surveys of the general 
population. 

(2) Develop on indicator of the rela¬ 
tive level of alcohol abuse in the States 
based on the proportion of each State's 
population with these characteristics 
(according to the U.8. Census). 

This approach, known as synthetic es¬ 
timation. docs not yield a direct measure 
of Incidence and prevalence. However, 
the estimates developed should be highly 
correlated with incidence and prevalence. 
Moreover, even if the results underesti¬ 
mate the absolute level of alcohol abuse, 
the degree of underestimation should be 
reasonably constant from State to State 
(because the estimate is based on data 
defined and collected uniformly In all the 


States* and should not distort the rda- 
tivc need of States for more effective pre¬ 
vention, treatment, and rehabilitation of 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism. 

Implementation or Proposed 
Methodology in FY 1977 

It Is anticipated that the proposed 
methodology will be used to compute fis¬ 
cal year 1977 allotments to the States 
It Is also anticipated that the demo¬ 
graphic characteristics, indices of prob¬

The demographic characteristic* lk*jd 
were selected, after review of the 
nent literature and discussions with se¬ 
lected State agencies, aa being most 
predictive of problem drinking The in¬ 
dices of problem drinking listed are de¬ 
rived from the two national 
surveys listed. Frequent heavy drinkli* 
(FHD) is based on the 1971 Harris sur¬ 
vey; current tangible consequeww 
(CTC) is based on the 1967 SfX'itil Re¬ 
search Group survey. These todico* 
selected in on effort to address both u 
health and the social consequences o 
drinking—and. thus, the prevalence 
alcohol abuse as well as alcoholism^ * 
surveys selected are the most recent t 
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comprehensive from which data could 
be analyzed within the 180 days per¬ 
mitted by Pub. L. 94-371. 

It Is also anticipated that, in carry¬ 
ing out the methodology, a statistical 
technique known as Automatic Interac¬ 
tion Detector <AID> will be used to (I) 
divide the population in each sample 
survey into appropriate demographic 
subgroups based on their relative risk 
of problem drinking, a s me asured by 
frequent heavy drinking < FHD> and cur¬ 
rent tangible consequences (CTC) scores, 
and <2> compute the average FHD nnd 
CTC scores for each subgroup thus 
identified. 

The proportion of a State's popula¬ 
tion in each of these subgroups (accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Census) would then be 
multiplied by the average scores for 
FHD and CTC in that subgroup (as esti¬ 
mated by AID analysis of the national 
surveys). The results of this computa¬ 
tion for each subgroup within a State 


would be added to obtain an overall FHD 
score and an overall CTC score for that 
State.

Vfe iFHDr CTC (—would be 
the relative measure of alcohol abuse and 
alcoholism in each State and. thus, of 
relative “need for more effective pre¬ 
vention. treatment, and rehabilitation of 
alcohol abuse and alcoholism." as re¬ 
quired by section 3tb> of Pub.

Allotment Formula 

It is proposed to revise the formula 
currently used to allot alcohol formula 
grant funds to the States and to include 
in the revised fbrmula the measure of 
"need" described above. 

As stated earlier, the formula cur¬ 
rently in use is based on two of the three 
factors specified by law: Relative popu¬ 
lation and financial need <per capita 
income). This formula may be expressed 
mathematically a* follows:

Assuming a fiscal year 1977 appropri¬ 
ation equal to that for fiscal year 1976 
• 655.5 million*, the effect of this for- 
mula—Indeed, of all the formulae NIAAA 
considered—is a reduction in the allot¬ 
ment to many States (especially those 
which are rural or poor* and an Increase 
in the allotment to a few States (largely 
populous, urban, or with higher per cap¬ 
ita Income).

Future Efforts 

In order that the “need” factor in the 
allotment formula may continually re¬ 
flect the most current data and state- 
of-the-art. N1AAA plans to periodically 
review and, as appropriate, revise the 
demographic characteristics, Indices of 
drinking, and sample surveys it uses in 
applying the methodology. In this effort, 
NIAAA hopes to draw on methodological 
studies to be conducted by Its recently 
established Epidemiological and Special 
Studies Branch and on NCH8 analysis of 
questions on alcohol use in a 1974 sur¬ 
vey by Louis Harris and Associates. Inc., 


a 1975 survey by Opinion Research Cor¬ 
poration. the 1971-74 Health and Nutri¬ 
tion Examination Survey <a national 
sample survey of 15.000 persons), the 
1977 Household Interview Survey <a na¬ 
tional sample survey of 40,000 house¬ 
holds) . and other surveys as appropriate.

Final Rule 

Notice was given on August 2. 1976, in 
the Federal Register <41 FR 32370) that 
the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development <HUD) proposed to amend 
Chapter VHI of Title 24 of the Code of 
Federal Regulations by adding a new 
Part 868. This Notice allowed 30 days for 
public comments. 

HUD has received over 25 separate 
communications, all of them with mul¬ 
tiple comments and recommendations. 
They were all carefully considered, and 
many changes have been made In the 
regulations. The following is a discussion 
of the principal comments and changes. 

L It was suggested that the definition 
of Major Repairs < 4 868.2) be modified to 
delete the provision excluding from the 
definition Major Repairs due to PHA 
failure to perform adequate maintenance 
during the period after April 1.1975. The 
suggestion was not adopted because that 
provision is necessary to insure the in¬ 
tegrity of the Performance Funding Sys¬ 
tem formula for determining operating 
subsidies. 

2. It was suggested that the regula¬ 
tions provide for modernisation funding 
of a comprehensive painting program. 
The suggestion was not adopted because 
routine Interior and exterior painting, 
not incident to a modernization activity, 
is routine or nonroutine maintenance 
that cannot qualify for modernisation 
funding under the definition of Major 
Repairs <(868.2). 

3. It was suggested that the term 
'•Major Repairs’* be retitled as “Sub¬ 
stantial Non-Routine Repairs’* to reflect 
more accurately its definition < 1 868.2). 
While the suggestion has merit, HUD 
prefers the shorter term. The sugges¬ 
tion was not adopted. 

4. It was suggested that the distinc¬ 
tion between comprehensive and limited 
modernization be eliminated and that 
1868.3 discuss priority Work Items 
rather than types of Modernization Be¬ 
cause HUD believes that the adminis¬ 
tration of the modernization program 
will be facilitated by merging the two 
types of Modernization, the suggestion 
was adopted. I 8C8.3 has been modified 
accordingly. 

5. It was suggested that when the 
PHA presents evidence of the actual need 
for the proposed Work Items «9 868.4 
<a)>, the PHA should also be required 
to provide evidence of consultation with 
its on-site project managers. The sug¬ 
gestion was not adopted because the ad¬ 
visability of consultation should be left 
to the discretion of the PHA. 

6. HUD has deleted the requirement 
in 9 868.4(h) <lMii> which provided for 
Indian Housing Authorities to present 
evidence of compliance with 8ection 3 
of the Housing and Urban Development 
Act of 1968. The substance of 8ectlon 3 


requirements are contained in section 
7(b) of the Indian Self Determination 
and Education Assistance Act and the 
additional reference to section 3 Is un¬ 
necessary. 

7. The Department of Interior re¬ 
quested that appropriate references be 
made to PHA compliance with the Na¬ 
tional Historic Preservation Act of 1966, 
the Archeological and Historic Preserva¬ 
tion Act of 1974, and Executive Order 
11593 on Protection and Enhancement 
of the Cultural Environment. The re¬ 
quest lias been granted and 9 868.4 and 
9 868,6(0 have been modified to reflect 
these requirements. 

8. It was suggested that HUD allow 
exceptions to the requirement that mod¬ 
ernization programs be completed with¬ 
in a two-year period (5 868.4(f ) and 
I 868.6'd) (2)). After careful considera¬ 
tion. HUD has determined to retain the 
provisions os published for comment. It 
has been HUD’s experience that almost 
all modernization programs can be com¬ 
pleted within a two-year period if prop¬ 
erly administered by the PHA. The PHA 
is required to plan fund expenditures 
and work progress for completion within 
a two-year period beginning after 
amendment of the Annual Contribu¬ 
tions Contract. Under 4 868.12(b). the 
appropriate HUD office may grant an 
extension of the two-year period on a 
case-by-case basis if the PHA is unable 
to complete the modernization program 
within that period. 

9 It was suggested that the PHA be 
required to permit residents to make 
final decisions on those Work Items 
where aesthetics, not economy, is a fac¬ 
tor. The suggestion was not adopted be¬ 
cause the PHA has final responsibility 
for all aspects of the modernization pro¬ 
gram. However. PHA responsibility does 
not preclude PHA adoption of resident 
preferences or recommendations as to 
aesthetics or other aspect* of the pro¬ 
gram at the PHA's option <9 868.5 >. 

10. Several comments expressed con¬ 
cern that the resident participation re¬ 
quirements would be workable only if 
HUD provides adequate time between 
notification to PH As that Moderniza¬ 
tion Funds are available and the dead¬ 
line for submitting the final application. 
While adequate time for resident par¬ 
ticipation is a legitimate concern. HUD 
has determined that the regulation pro¬ 
vides an adequate time frame (9 868.5). 

11. It was suggested that HUD pre¬ 
scribe a specific process for PHA con¬ 
sultation with residents. The suggestion 
was not adopted because it is desirable 
to provide the PHA with maximum flex¬ 
ibility in Implementing resident partici¬ 
pation in view of varying local situations 
(1 868.5). 

12. Several comments suggested that 
resident participation be expanded to in¬ 
clude priority Work Items. The sugges¬ 
tion was adopted, except where Work 
Items of an emergency nature, affecting 
the life, health, and safety of residents 
are proposed <5 868.5). 

13. One comment objected to what was 
perceived to be a deemphasis of the 
management improvement aspect of the 
modernization program and suggested 


that resident participation be required 
in on aspects of PHA management ooer- 
at Ions <9 868.5). The extent of resident 
participation in all aspects of PHA man- 
aaement operations is beyond the scope 
of this regulation. Therefore, the lug. 
gcstion was not adopted. 

14. Many comments suggested that 
several items required to be included in 
the preliminary application be deleted 
to reduce the PHA's workload and to 
eliminate duplication of Items already 
on file with the appropriate HUD oSke 
and to be examined during the )oim 
review. Accordingly, 9 868.6(b) has bow 
modified to reduce the number of re¬ 
quired items. 

15. 8everal comments questioned the 
need for full joint review coverage 
where only limited modernization or pri¬ 
ority Work Items are proposed Accord¬ 
ingly. 9 868 6<c) has been modified to 
permit flexibility in the Joint revie* 
process. 

16. It was suggested that the emph&iti 
on HUD review of PHA performance In 
administering previously approved mod¬ 
ernization programs discriminates un¬ 
fairly r.galnst those PHAs that have not 
previously participated in Moderniza¬ 
tion. It was not HUD's intention in the 
rule as proposed to discriminate ngainst 
those PHAs. To avoid possible miscon¬ 
ception. 9 868.6(c) (1) (iv) has been 
modified to make it dear that past per¬ 
formance is irrelevant where the PHA 
has not previously participated in Mod¬ 
ernization. 

17. Many comments objected to the 
requirement for PHA submission of bid¬ 
ding documents for modernization con¬ 
tracts over $5,000 in all instances to 
HUD for review' and approval before in¬ 
viting bids. Accordingly. 4 868.7(0 hw 
been modified to require PHA submission 
of bidding documents for modernization 
contracts over $50,000 except that the 
Director of the appropriate HUD office 
may require an individual PHA to sub¬ 
mit bidding document * for moderniza¬ 
tion contracts over $5,000 If he deter¬ 
mines that the PHA has not demon¬ 
strated satlsfoctroy performance. 

18. Many comments objected to the re¬ 
quirement for PHA submission of pro¬ 
posed award of modernization contract 
over $10,000 or the approved budffel 
amount, whichever is lower. Becauie 
HUD recognizes that if the bidding docu¬ 
ments correctly and accurately reflet 
the required modernization work W 
contract award process is les$ critical, 
? 868.7(d) has been modified to require 
PHA submission of the proposed con¬ 
tract award only where the proposal ex 
ceeds the approved budget amount, ex* 
cept in certain specified Instances, *ucn 
as PHA receipt of a single bid. 

19. Many comments suggested tna 
the requirement for PHA submission o* 
proposed contract changes was toonj 
strictive and would impair the ability 
the PHA to make necessary changj* 

a timely manner. HUD has accepted u* 
proposal. Accordingly. 9 868.7<e> 
been modified to require PHA

UPWARD BOUND 
Notice of Proposed Rulemaking 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
in Titie-IV-A-4 of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. as amended (20 U.8.C. 1070d- 
1070d-l), the Commissioner of Educa¬ 
tion, with the approval of the Secretary 
of Health. Education, and Welfare, pro¬ 
poses to revise portions of Part 155 of 
Title 45 of the Code of Federal Regula¬ 
tions, which governs the administration 
of the Upward Bound Program. 

The Office of Education publLshod In¬ 
terim Regulations for the Upward Bound 
Program in the Federal Register of 
May 14, 1976 (41 FR 20075-20036). At 
that time, interested parties were invited 
to comment on the provisions contained 
in the Interim Regulations, On Octo¬ 
ber 12. 1976. the Education Amendments 
of 1976 (Pub. L. 94-482) w T ere enacted 
and several provisions of that Act 
amended the statute authorizing the Up¬ 
ward Bound Program. On November 29. 
1976. a Notice of Intent to Publish Reg¬ 
ulations was published in the Federal 
Register (41 FR 52410-52426) indicating 
various issues raised by the Education 
Amendments of 1976 concerning the Up¬ 
ward Bound Program. Public comments 
were Invited on those and other issues 
affecting the program. 

A. Summary or Comments — Office of 
Education Response 

Numerous comments have been re¬ 
ceived in response to the Interim Reg¬ 
ulations and the Notice of Intent. These 
have been summarized and are set forth 
below along with the Office of Educa¬ 
tion's response. 

Comment. Numerous comments sug¬ 
gested that exemptions from the age lim¬ 
itation and the eligibility requirements 
be provided for veterans. 

Response. No change has been made. 
The Upward Bound Program is designed 
to serve youths from low-income fam¬ 
ilies. Veterans must meet the same eligi¬ 
bility requirements as other project par¬ 
ticipants. 

Comment. Numerous comments sug¬ 
gested that the income eligibility require¬ 
ment of i 155.4(c) was too restrictive in 
high cost areas. 

Response, The Office of Education has 
adopted the standards for low-income 
family level set forth in the “Current 
Population Reports." 8cries P, Bureau 
of the Census, UJ8. Department of Com¬ 
merce. These standards are more liberal 
than those which were previously em¬ 
ployed. 

Comment. Several comments objected 
to the residential requirement of the 
summer residential component . 

Response, The requirement has been 
modified to permit up to 10% of the 
projects funded in any fiscal year to in¬ 
clude applicants who have residential 
facilities but prefer non-resldential proj¬ 


ects. No change has been made in the re¬ 
quirement that Institutions without resi¬ 
dential facilities available to them are 
otherwise eligible. A requirement that all 
non-residenttal projects must provide 
three meals a day has been added. 

Comment. Several comments raised 
questions regarding the type of assess¬ 
ment instruments which can be em¬ 
ployed to determine growth in project 
participants’ academic skills. They ob¬ 
jected to the requirement of i 155.8(d) 
<2> and (3) (formerly 5 155.8(c) (2) and 
(3)) that standardized tests be employed. 

Response. No change has been made. 
The purpose of the Upward Bound Pro¬ 
gram is the development of skills and 
motivation for success in education be¬ 
yond high school. Certain standardized 
tests are universally recognized as re¬ 
quirements for admission to postsecond- 
ary schools. The Office of Education be¬ 
lieves that these tests arc necessary in¬ 
dicators of the success which a project 
participant will have in gaining admis¬ 
sion to poetsecondary schools. 

Comment. One comment suggested 
that in evaluating proposals under 
I 155.8(c) (formerly i 155.8(d)). weights 
should be assigned to each question on 
the application, rather than to the cate¬ 
gory under which a group of questions 
falls. 

Response. No change has been made. 
The Office of Education believes that the 
total concept, such as project design, 
should be evaluated rather than the in¬ 
dividual parts of which It is composed. 

Comment . Several commenters ob¬ 
jected to the requirement that a project 
make every effort to recruit a student 
body which reflects within a ten percent 
variance and ethnic/racial composition 
of the eligible students who are enrolled 
in target schools. In the view of these 
commenters, the requirement would pre¬ 
vent a project from focusing on the needs 
of a specific community. 

Response. No change has been made. 
The purpose of tills requirement is to en¬ 
sure that projects are not designed to 
serve an exclusive racial or ethnic group 
and that recruitment efforts are not re¬ 
stricted in this regard. 

Comment. Several comments sug¬ 
gested that the section on allowable costs 
be expanded to include such Items aa 
medical expenses and gym clothes. 

Response. The section has been 
amended to include insurance to cover 
the costs of an injury to an enrollee while 
he or she Ls participating in a project 
activity and medical insurance for the 
enrollee during full-time participation in 
the summer residential component. 
Clothing Is not an allowable cost of an 
Upward Bound project. 

General comments. Several comments 
raised issues which were previously con¬ 
sidered in the Preamble to the Interim 
Regulations (45 FR 20076-20082). Com¬ 
menters are referred to the responses set 
forth in that Preamble. 

B. Summary or Protosed Chances 

The most significant changes concern 
the funding criteria for new awards. The 
weights assigned to the designated cate¬ 


gories have been revised to place an in 
creased emphasis on the need for the 
project in the area to be served. 

The scope and purpose section l 
been modified to include within the ca"" 
egory of youths which the Upimi 
Bound Program is designed to f*r»e 
youths from low-income famine* who 
have academic potential but who kdk 
adequate secondary school preparatwc 
as a result of severe rural Isolation An 
exemption from the residential require^ 
ment of the summer residential compo¬ 
nent has been modified to permit up to 
10 percent of the number of project! 
funded to be non-residentin] although 
the applicant has residential facilities 
available to it. Provision is made, hot- 
ever, that all non -residentini project! 
must provide three meals a day for par¬ 
ticipants. 

The section on veterans’ projects fcu 
been modified to allow these project! 
to provide short-term remedial refresh¬ 
er courses for veterans who are high 
school graduates but who hnve delayed 
pursuing post-secondary education. The 
section on allowable costs ha* beta 
amended to include insurance to cow 
the costs of injuries to Upward Bound 
enrol lees and medical insurance for 
project participants under certain cir¬ 
cumstances. Finally, the requirement 
that a project director serve on a full¬ 
time basis has been amended to provide 
for an exemption for those individuals 
who are selected to coordinate two or 
more projects and for thc*e Individual* 
who must teach a minimum number cf 
hours to retain faculty status. In iddi- 
lion, some minor technical changes haw 
been made where necessary. 

For the convenience of the reader the 
Office of Education is republishing the 
entire regulation but is requesting com¬ 
ments only on the proposed changes and 
not on the whole regulation. These 
changes include H 155.1(a). I552<d‘ 
155.4(e). 155.5(b), 155.5(C), 1558td) t 
155.11(a). Interested parties are toma¬ 
to submit written comments, sugges¬ 
tions. or objections on these changes to 
tile Office of Education.

Revisions to Regulations 

Pursuant to the authority contained in 
Title IV-A-4 of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. as amended, (20 U.S.C. 
1070d-1070d-l), the Commissioner of 
Education, with the approval of the Sec¬ 
retary of Health, Education, and Wel¬ 
fare. proposes to revise portions of Part 
157 of Title 45 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations, which governs the adminis¬ 
tration of the Special Services for Disad¬ 
vantaged Students (Special Services) 
Program. 

The Office of Education published final 
regulations for the Special Services Pro¬ 
gram in the Federal Register of May 14. 
1976 <41 FR 20088-20095). On October 
12, 1976, the Education Amendments of 
1976 (Pub. L. 94-482) were enacted and 
several provisions of the Act amended 
the statute authorizing the Special Serv¬ 
ices Program. On November 29, 1976, a 
Notice of Intent to Publish Regulations 
was published in the Federal Register 
(41 FR 52410-52426) indicating various 
issues raised by the Education Amend¬ 
ments of 1976 concerning the Special 
Services Program. Public comments were 
Invited on those and other issues affect¬ 
ing the Program. However, no major 
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comments were received concerning the 
Special Services Program. 

The most significant changes con¬ 
cern the funding criteria for new awards. 
Weights have been assigned to certain 
designated categories (need for the proj¬ 
ect in the area to be served, project 
design, resources and organization, and 
budget) for the purpose of evaluating 
proposals. In addition, criteria liave been 
adopted for selecting certain proposals 
lor multi-year funding. 

The scope and purpose section has 
been modified to include within the cate¬ 
gory of youths which the Special Serv¬ 
ices Program is designed to serve, youths 
from low-income families who are in 
need of services because of severe rural 
isolation. As a result of comments re¬ 
ceived on the Notice of Intent, the Office 
of Education has decided not to define 
the term “severe rural isolation." 

The requirement that a project direc¬ 
tor serve on a full-time basis has been 
amended to provide for an exemption 
for those individuals who are selected to 
coordinate two or more programs and for 
those Individuals who must teach a mini¬ 
mum number of hours to retain faculty 
status. In addition, several minor tech¬ 
nical changes have been made. 

For the convenience of the reader, the 
Office of Education Ls republishing the 
entire regulation but Is requesting com¬ 
ments only on the proposed changes and 
not on the whole regulation. These sec¬ 
tions include 5 157.1(a). 157.5(a). 157.6 
(cMdMe). 157.7(a) (b>. Interested par¬ 
ties are invited to submit written com¬ 
ments, suggestions, or objections on 
these proposed changes to the Office of 
Education. Bureau of Postsecondary 
Education, Division of Student Services 
and Veterans Programs.

March 3. 1977. Comments received will 
be available for public inspection at the 
above office Monday through Friday be¬ 
tween 8:00 a.m. and 4:30 pjn. 

The Office of Education Intends to 
maintain an ongoing effort to improve 
the mechanism whereby it evaluates ap¬ 
plicant's proposals to carry out a Special 
Services project. It Is especially inter¬ 
ested in ways in which on-site visits can 
be used in the evaluation process. With 
this notice, the Office of Education 
solicits public comments on this issue and 
wishes to state that such comments will 
be received and considered In the future 
as well.

TALENT SEARCH 
Revisions to Regulations 

Pursuant to the authority contained 
In Title IV-A-4 of the Higher Education 
Act of 1965. as amended. (20 UJ3.C. 
1070d-1070d-l i, the Commissioner of 
Education, with the approval of tlie Sec¬ 
retary of Health. Education, and Wel¬ 
fare. proposes to revise portions of Part 
159 of TiUe 45 of the Code of Federal 
Regulations, which governs the admin¬ 
istration of the Talent Search Program 
The Office of Education published final 
regulations for the Talent Search Pro¬ 
gram in the Federal Register of May 14. 
1976 (41 FR 20099-201021. On October 
12. 1976. the Education Amendments of 
1976 < Pub. 1*. 94—482) were enacted and 
several provisions of that Act amended 
the statute authorizing the Talent 
Search Program, On November 29. 1976. 
a Notice of Intent to Publish Regula¬ 
tions was published in the Federal Reg¬ 
ister (41 FR 52410-52426) indicating 


various issues raised by the Education 
Amendments of 1976 concerning the Tal¬ 
ent Search Program. Public comments 
were invited on these and other issues 
affecting the program. 

A. Summary of Comments—Office 

of Education Response 

Several comments were received and 
these comments and the Office of Edu¬ 
cation’s response is set forth below. 

Comment. Two comments suggested 
that Talent Search provide an emphasis 
on serving youths who have delayed pur¬ 
suing postsecondary educational train¬ 
ing by expanding the current definition 
of the term “youth” or by exempting this 
category of individuals from the age 
limitation. 

Response. The statute limits the Tal¬ 
ent Search Program to “youths” who 
meet certain eligibility requirements. An 
individual who has delayed pursuing 
postsecondary educational training must 
therefore fall within the definition of a 
“youth” to qualify for the Talent 8earch 
Program The Office of Education be¬ 
lieves that the present definition of a 
“youth”, as a person aged 14 through 27. 
Is an extremely liberal one and has not 
expanded it. 

Comment. One comment suggested 
that the Commissioner should not waive 
the low-income requirement for up to 
one-third of a project's participants. 
This commenter suggested that if all 
eligible low-income youths had been in¬ 
cluded. the remainder of the project 
should be filled with financially needy 
students on a graduated scale according 
to need. 

Response. Section 124«c» of the Edu¬ 
cation Amendments of 1976 amended the 
Talent 8carch program statute to pro¬ 
vide for a waiver of the low-income 
requirement. 

Comment. One comment suggested 
that the requirement that projects serv¬ 
ing sparsely populated or geographically 
isolated areas serve a minimum of 500 
students and that all other projects serve 
a minimum of 1000 students be replaced 
by a requirement that projects serve a 
“ substantial” or “sufficient” number 
based on a cost-effectiveness formula 
determined from the past his ton- of 
Talent Search projects. 

Response. No change has been made. 
The 1000 student requirement is based 
on past experience to rendering effec¬ 
tive service to Talent Search partici¬ 
pants. This number has been lowered 
to 500 for projects serving sparsely pop¬ 
ulated or geographically isolated areas 
so that students residing in these areas 
may receive the benefits of the Talent 
Search Program. 

B. Summary of Proposed Changes 

The most significant changes concern 
the funding criteria for new awards. 
Weights have been assigned to certain 
designated categories (need for the proj¬ 
ect in the area to be served, project de¬ 
sign. resources and organization, and 
budget) for the purpose of evaluating 


proposals. In addition, criteria have been 
adopted for selecting certain proposals 
for multi-year funding. 

The section on scope and purpose bai 
been amended to include within the 
category of youths for whom the Talent 
Search Program Is designed, qualified 
youths who reside in areas of severe nini 
isolation and youths who have delayed 
pursuing postsecondary education The 
requirement that Talent Search proj¬ 
ects be located In target areas In which 
25% of the youths residing therein come 
from low-income families has been re¬ 
vised to provide that 25% of the fami¬ 
lies residing in the area must meet a low- 
income requirement. Projects serving 
sparsely populated or geographically iso¬ 
lated areas may be located in target areas 
In which 15% of the families meet the 
low-income requirement. 

The section on allowable costs h&i 
been amended to include transportation 
costs for students and staff under certain 
circumstances and to permit the pur¬ 
chase of testing materials and college 
catalogs. The requirement thAt a project 
director serve on a full-time baste has 
been amended to provide for an ex¬ 
emption for those individuals who arc 
selected to coordinate two or more pro¬ 
grams and for those individuate who 
must teach a minimum number of hours 
to retain faculty status. Finally, a sec¬ 
tion has been added to provide that up 
to one-third of the project participant! 
need not meet the low-income require¬ 
ment but must satisfy the other eligibil¬ 
ity requirements. In addition, some minor 
technical changes have been made. 

For the convenience of the reader, the 
Office of Education is republishing the 
regulation but is requesting com¬ 
ments only on the proposed changes and 
not on the whole regulation These 
changes include 159.3(b), 159.7(d). 
159.7(e). 159.8. 159.1(a). 159 . 3 (a) (b). 
159.7(d) (e>. 159.8(b). 159.9(b). 159.11 
(a). Interested parties are invited to sub¬ 
mit written comments, suggestions, or 
objections on these proposed dianges to 
the Office of Education.

PART 600—COMPREHENSIVE

General Applicability 

Notice was given on October 6. 1976 at 
41 FR 44122 that the Department was 
amending chapter VI of Title 24 by re¬ 
vising Si 600.7*0. 600.65 «a> and (b> and 
500.67*0 and adding a new 5 600.73 to 
Part 600. 

Section 701(0 of the Housing Act of 
1954 as amended by the Housing and 
Community Development Act of 1974 
provides that a recipient of 701 assistance 
must carry out an ongoing comprehen¬ 
sive planning process which includes the 
development of a comprehensive plan 
which shall include, as a minimum, a 
housing element and a land u se cle ment. 
Section 701<d) provides that HUD shall 
make n o 701 grant after August 22. 1977. 
unless HUD is satisfied that an appli¬ 
cant's comprehensive plan includes the 
housing and land use elements required 
by section 701(c). Part 600.24 CFR was 
published on August 22, 1975, at 40 FR 
36856. 

The purpose of amending Part 600 is 
to establish a process whereby an appli¬ 
cant may request approval of the land 
use and housing elements in its compre¬ 
hensive plan. 

HUD received 42 responses to the 
October 6. 1976 publication. All of these 
comments were seriously considered and 
as a result several changes have been in¬ 
corporated in these regulations. The 
major comments and changes arc noted 
below. 

1 . Section 600.73(a). Comments were 
received critical of the requirement for 
chief executive endorsement since in 
many cases it may be beyond the au¬ 
thority of the chief executive to make 
such an endorsement (| 600.73(e) in the 
proposed regulations dated October 6. 
1976). Accordingly, if the chief execu¬ 
tive does not have such authority, the 
regulation will now permit the chief ex¬ 
ecutive to describe the measures being 
undertaken to achieve endorsement or 
adoption. 

2. Section 600.65(0(5). Comments 
were received critical of the reference to 
HUD environmental policies “established 
from time to time". This reference has 
been deleted and only existing policies 
are now included. 

3. Section 600.65(b) (vii). 5 600.65(b) 
(vlii) of the proposed regulations has 
been deleted and its contents have been 
incorporated into this existing section 
of the regulations to avoid tha»require¬ 
ment of a separate statement, 

4. Section 600.73(c). Comments were 
received indicating that the requirement 
for consistency and coordination with 
respect to Federal programs adminis¬ 
tered by other Federal agencies or De¬ 
partments. with which HUD has ex¬ 


ecuted interagency agreements, were 
unclear as to their application. The reg¬ 
ulations have been revised to make clear 
that the requirement is applicable to 
those grantees receiving funds from both 
HUD 701 and one or more of other 
identified Federal programs. 

5. Section 600.73(c) (6). Comments 
were received recommending that con¬ 
sistency also be required with EPA sup¬ 
ported State Implementation Plans de¬ 
veloped under the Clean Air Act. State 
Comprehensive Outdoor Recreation 
Plans and other Federal program plans 
<5 600.73(f) in the proposed regula¬ 
tions). Consistency requirements have 
been added for the State Implementa¬ 
tion Plan and the Comprehensive Out¬ 
door Recreation Plan since HUD has 
entered into formal agreements with the 
administering agencies. It is expected 
that coordination with other related pro¬ 
grams will be carried out as provided to 
5 600.72 (a), (b) (4) and (C) (4). 

6. Section 600.73(d ). Numerous com¬ 
ments were received regarding the lack 
of clarity with respect to the required 
documentation and questioning the need 
for such documentation. The regulation 
has been revised to indicate that the 
documentation required includes all the 
documents which collectively comprise 
the land use and housing elements, i.e.. 
all materials cited in the summary re¬ 
port that are necessary to satisfy the 
land use and housing element require¬ 
ments. Where no report or document is 
available, the summary statemen t shou ld 
be of sufficient detail to enable HUD to 
make a determination of compliance with 
the appropriate requirement. The sub¬ 
mission requirement has been maintained 
since It Is also necessary for HUD to 
have such materials in carrying out its 
urban program coordination, community 
development and housing responsibilities. 

7. Section 600.73(e ). Several com¬ 
ments were received critical (a) of the 
legislative notification requirement and 
(b) of the submission of all documenta¬ 
tion by area wide planning organizations 
to member jurisdictions as overly cum¬ 
bersome (5 000.73(h) in the proposed 
regulations). The legislative submission 
has been made optional; and the area¬ 
wide submission to member jurisdictions 
has been limited to the summary state¬ 
ment except where requests for specific 
documents have been made by member 
jurisdictions. 

8. Section 600.73(e). Comments were 
received regarding the need for submis¬ 
sion of all documentation to the clearing¬ 
houses. This paragraph has been changed 
to provide for the submission of the sum¬ 
mary statement only to the clearing¬ 
houses. Clearinghouses may request any 
of the cited documentation that it deems 
necessary for Its review. 

9. Section 600.73 (e)(2) and (h ). 
Numerous comments were received con¬ 
cerning the timing of the submission of 
the reques t for approval and subsequent 
action by HUD or the State. The major 
concern expressed was the shortened 
work year resulting from A-95 submis¬ 
sion (45 days) and subsequent HUD sub¬ 
mission (90 days) prior to the end of the 


project year for maintenance of con¬ 
tinuing programs The time for A-95 and 
HUD submission have been made annul- 
taneous and the HUD review period hm 
been shortened to 75 days Thi« ad<L< 60 
days to the recipients work year, in 
addition, recipients need not observe the 
75 day period; however, they run the risk 
of a break in their grant cycle should 
HUD not be able to complete Its action, 
in the time available to the end of the 
current grant period. Furthermore, HUD 
win accept and process applications up 
to the paint of application approval froni 
applicants prior to approval or their eh- 
ments provided the applicant Intends to 
submit the elements for approval 

10. Section 600.73(g). Numerous com¬ 
ments were received suggesting that 
the “review and approval process' by 
HUD and the State be dropped in favor 
of a “self-certification'' so as not to give 
the impression of Federal or State ap¬ 
proval of the substance of local policies 
and plans. Since “self-certification" b 
not an accurate description of the proc¬ 
ess because the process includes HUD 
and/or State review, a determination ha* 
been made that the suggested change b 
inappropriate. However, the regulation* 
have been revised to indicate that the 
approval applies only to the satisfaction 
of the land use and housing element re¬ 
quirements and not to the appropriate¬ 
ness of the policies and plans submitted 
for the jurisdiction with respect to such 
element*. 

11 ..Section 600.73(k>. Numcrouscom- 
cients were received concerning the 
Statc-HUD relationship in the approval 
of the land use and housing elements of 
applicants applying to the State. 8ome 
changes have been made to clarify the 
intent, but the basic relationship has 
been maintained. Since applicants ap¬ 
plying to the State on a voluntary basi? 
may subsequently decide to apply to 
HUD, it was considered important that 
HUD be to agreement with the States 
findings on such applicants Titus. HUD 
has retained final responsibility for such 
applicants. To facilitate the review and 
approval process for voluntary appli¬ 
cants. HUD intends to encourage State* 
to work with HUD Regional Offices in 
the development of joint review system*. 
The State will have final responsibility 
for review and approval of land use and 
housing elements submitted by appli¬ 
cants required to apply to the State. 
HUD will monitor such actions on a se¬ 
lective basis, as it docs all State admin¬ 
istrative practices regarding locality 
and nonmetropolitan funding, and may 
find State actions Inappropriate In suen 
an event, corrective action would need w 
bo taken. In matter of judgment the 
State determination will stand- 

12. Section 600.73d). Comments v,w 
received criticizing the biennial review 
requirement as duplicative of the an¬ 
nual reports submitted by grantees, in- 
annual reports submitted by »nmtecsd^ 
scribes Its progress in achieving the pa# 
years objectives as contained to 
overall program design. The biennial 
vlew ? describes a grantee’s 
achieving (a) The goals and obl« 
contained in its land use and housing 
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elements and <b> Any changes In such 
goals and objectives. While it is possible 
(or some overlap to occur. It Is unlikely 
lhat it will be significant. Where dupli¬ 
cation doe» occur, the applicable portions 
of the annual program report may be 
included In the biennial submission. 

13 Several comments criticized the reg¬ 
ulations for not providing guidance with 
respect to the substance of the land use 
and housing dements. In recognition of 
the need to give applicants some guid¬ 
ance HUD Is publishing a companion 
Hotlce entitled Land Use and Housing 
Element Guideline* (see S 600.73<b> >. It 
te not HUD’S intention to limit the flex¬ 
ibility of applicants in the manner of 
meeting the land use and housing ele¬ 
ment requirements. Thus, the guidelines 
are not an exclusive listing of possible 
approaches to meet the requirement*, but 
simply examples of some techniques that 
may be used. 

14. Comments were received express¬ 
ing confusion about the relationship of 
the proposed amendment to the total 
regulations. For example, questions were 
raked regarding the extent of coordina¬ 
tion required since the amendment dealt 
only with CZM and EPA. The amend¬ 
ment is an addition to the already exist¬ 
ing coordination requirements in the 
regulations and is not in lieu of such 
editing requirement*. Similarly, existing 
equal opportunity, staff competency and 
all other existing regulatory require¬ 
ments are fully applicable to each 
recipient's program. 

15. Several comments were received 
concerning the hardship Imposed on lo¬ 
calities that are funded Intermittently by 
States and that have not received fund¬ 
ing lince the enactment of the statutory 
land use and housing clement require¬ 
ments would not be eligible for assistance 
after August 22, 1977, unless they have 
completed land use and housing de¬ 
menti. While HUD recognizes the prob¬ 
lem it does not have the authority to 
waive the requirement since it is required 
by the 701 statute. 

10. Comments questioning the appli¬ 
cability of the August 22. 1977 deadline 
to fundi awarded by HUD to the States 
for subsequent pass-through were re¬ 
ceived. A clarification has been made in 
1 600.67(c) to Indicate that the deadline 
«>ca not apply to funds awarded by HUD 
to the State prior to August 22. 1977. 
Thai. States, using funds granted to 
them by HUD prior to the deadline, may 
fund sub-state applicants after August 
72. 1977 although the sub-state appli¬ 
cants* hmd use and housing element* 
nave not been approved.

Member 
jurisdictions shall have all documents 
cited in the summary statement avail¬ 
able to them upon request to the area¬ 
wide planning organization.

GUIDELINES 

Guidelines for Compliance With Land Use 
and Housing Element Planning Require¬ 
ments Under the Comprehensive Plan¬ 
ning Assistance Program 

I. Introduction. This notice provides 
examples of activities that States, area¬ 
wide organizations, cities and counties 
may conduct in satisfaction of the land 
use and housing element requirements of 
the Comprehensive Planning Assistance 
program, pursuant to sec. 701 of the^ 
Housing Act of 1854. as amended. 43 
U.8.C. 5301 ct scq. 

Congress amended the Comprehensive 
Planning Assistance program, through 
Title IV of the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974. to facilitate 
comprehensive planning for urban and 
rural development, on a continuing basts, 
by State and local governments, and to 
encourage such governments to establish 
and improve planning on an areawide 
basis. Extending previous requirements 
for comprehensive planning assistance, 
the Congress specified a basic planning 
system for those States, local govern¬ 
ments and areawide organizations which 
utilize section 701 assistance. Each 
grantee must have a comprehensive plan¬ 
ning process which over time leads to the 
preparation of a comprehensive plan. 
This plan must Include at least a land 
use and a housing element. Citizens with¬ 
in the grantee's jurisdiction must be in¬ 
volved In the preparation of the compre¬ 
hensive plan. On a two year cycle, each 
grantee is to review and update its com¬ 
prehensive plan and evaluate progress in 
meeting the planning objectives set for 
itself. Planning and Implementation ac¬ 
tivities undertaken by the grantee must 
be coordinated so that the land use and 
housing elements are <1) internally con¬ 
sistent. <2) coordinated with other func¬ 
tional elements of the comprehensive 
plan, and <S) consistent with functional 
and land use plans of other jurisdictions. 
After August 22. 1977 (three years from 
enactment of the Title IV Amendments), 
the Department may make comprehen¬ 
sive planning assistance grants only to 
those applicants who have completed a 
land use and housing element. 

In order to assist both applicants for 
section 701 assistance and HUD Regional 
Offices in determining whether the ap¬ 
plicants have completed both dements, 
the Department Issues this notice and a 
companion regulation <FR Doc. 77- 
2701 > Review and Approval Process <24 
CFR 600.73). The regulation specifies 
both the administrative procedures the 
Department will utilize to review and 
approve the housing and land use ele¬ 
ments and the submission requirements 
for applicants requesting such approval 
Tills notice provides examples of the 
types of activities which applicants may 
undertake in order to satisfy the statu¬ 


tory requirements for both elements. 
States may elect to use this notice, and 
add to it, to review and approve the 
elements of substate grantees. 

The examples do not change nor add 
to the requirements of any program reg¬ 
ulations in 24 CFR Part 600 and should 
not be interpreted to do so. The listing 
of examples is illustrative only, and not 
inclusive. An applicant may propose 
other planning and implementation 
activities not included in this notice as 
evidence of completion of one or both 
of the elements. 

HUD Regional Office decisions to ap¬ 
prove or disapprove land use and hous¬ 
ing elements will be based on applicable 
requirements in 24 CFR Part 600 and 
not these guidelines. 

Nothing in this Notice should be 
viewed as limiting, waiving or other¬ 
wise lessening requirements of 24 CFR 
Part 600. Such requirements, e.g.. citizen 
participation, equal opportunity, which 
are not discussed in this Notice, are as 
fully applicable to planning for land 
use and housing as they arc for any 
other planning undertaken with Com¬ 
prehensive Planning Assistance. 

In developing this review and approval 
system, the Department has considered 
the following factors: 

A. The intent of Congress is to assist 
each grantee to establish or improve a 
process of comprehensive planning 
which leads to the formulation, imple¬ 
mentation and periodic updating of sub¬ 
stantive policies for the use and conser¬ 
vation of land and for the provision 
of housing (both conventional and subsi¬ 
dized) within the grantee's Jurisdiction. 

B. There is a great diversity of plan¬ 
ning practices and traditions in the 
United States. State constitutions and 
laws vary with respect to (a) the man¬ 
datory or permissive authority confer¬ 
red upon State agencies and political 
subdivisions to plan for land develop¬ 
ment. Including housing, and 4b) the 
roles and powers of States, feubstate dis¬ 
tricts and local general and special pur¬ 
pose governments to implement and co¬ 
ordinate land use and housing policy. 
The operational capacity to formulate 
and implement plans for housing and 
land development also varies greatly 
among States, areawide agencies, local 
governments and among regions of the 
United States. Operational capacity de¬ 
pends upon factors such as the extent 
to which planning for land development 
and housing is an active concern of chief 
cxecuUve officers and legislative bodies, 
the c ..cnt of citizen involvement, the 
availability of nn adequate and compe¬ 
tent staff, and length of time an agency 
has been operating. Planning problems 
and opportunities also vary from State 
to State and community’ to community. 
They range from rapidly growing towns 
(resulting from economic change, popu¬ 
lation migration, or energy impaction) 
to stable areas (such as represented by 
many suburban commercial centers) and 
to declining business and residential 
areas (such as some older central cities 
contain). 


C. Given this diversity, a rigid Ustu* 
of review criteria or minimum require! 
ments for housing and land use element* 
for all States, areawide organizations or 
local governments to meet would impose 
arbitrary and Inflexible requirement! on 
many of these grantees. 

D. The Department has elected 
fore, to suggest through this Notice ex- 
amples of planning activities which gran- 
tees can provide to HUD Regional Officts 
as evidence that the statutory require¬ 
ments for housing and land use dementi 
have been satisfied, given the particular 
State and local legal framework, admlr* 
istmtive capacity, citizen Involvetnait 
and planning capability represented b? 
each grantee. The use of this Notice to 
lieu of a rigid set of minimum iruldeltoo 
also allows grantees to satisfy the bind 
use and housing element requirement; 
cither through conventional planning 
practices or more experimental and in¬ 
novative techniques they may elect to 
use. Grantees may elect to use any cf 
these examples, as well as other activities 
not contained in this notice. Pursuant to 
24 CFR 600.67(d), grantees may utilize 
land use and housing elements rcRardte? 
of when they were developed, as long ai 
they represent current policy for land 
use and housing in the grantees Juri*- 
diction. 

E. The Review and Approval Procev 
(24 CFR 600.73) and this Notice provide 
the system for HUD's initial review oI 
housing and land use elements. Pursuant 
to the Review and Approval Process 
HUD will Judge whether a grantee bai 
compiled with program regulation* and 
statutory Intent, but will not judge the 
appropriateness of policies for land u* 
and housing which a grantev f*uibltohf? 
for itself. 

F. In accord with section 701 id' 
grantees must biennially evaluate prog¬ 
ress toward implementing their land uw 
and housing policies. HUD v/U! formulae 
tvnd issue for comment regulations re¬ 
garding the Department’s ^utosequem 
review of e.'ich grantee's self assessment 
and any changes in its comprehend* 
plan.

A major objective of 
24 CFR 600.72, Required Land Use Ele¬ 
ment is the formulation of land use pol¬ 
icy which will serve CD as a guide for 
each grantee to coordinate functional 
plans of other jurtodictioas (Federal. 
State or local ) which alTect the use of 
land within its jurisdiction, and <U) as a 
guide for private sector decisions on de¬ 
velopment, redevelopment, or abandon¬ 
ment of a land use within the jurisdic¬ 
tion. Each grantee may determine what 
organizational or administrative activi¬ 
ties It needs in order to coordinate Us 
land use policies with other plans, and 
which public sector functional plans and 
public and private sector Investment pro¬ 
grams must be coordinated.

A major objective of 
24 CFR 600.72, Required Land Use Ele¬ 
ment. is the formulation of land use pol¬ 
icy which will serve (i) as a guide for 
each grantee to coordinate functional 
plans of other jurisdictions. (Federal, 
State or local) which affect the use of 
land within its jurisdiction, and (il) as 
a guide for private sector decisions on 
development, redevelopment, or aban¬ 
donment of a land use within the Juris¬ 
diction. Each grantee may determine 
what organizational or administrative 
activities It needs in order to coordinate 
its land use policies with other plans, 
and which public sector functional plans 
and public and private sector investment 
programs must be coordinated. Each 
grantee must, at a minimum, coordinate 
its land use plan with such capital Im¬ 
provement programs and community de¬ 
velopment programs a a it may have and 
with such transportation, open space,

Examples of Housing Elements 
The housing element is intended to be 
the major policy document for Identify¬ 
ing and meeting the housing needs of the 
current and prospective population in » 
given Jurisdiction. It should serve u i 
guide for governmental decixlomimkini 
for nil matters related to housing. 

The housing element also serves os thr 
vehicle for ensuring consistency between 
housing policies developed among the 
various levels of government as wdl u 
to ensure consistency in housing pollda 
within a government. The three key fac¬ 
tors in the housing element are houMm 
policy development, housing program* 
und Implementation tools, and coordina¬ 
tion mechanisms. 

The following examples are grouped by 
requirements for all grantee* and then 
additional requirements for States, area- 
wides and local government*. The group¬ 
ing in this section is slightly different 
from the one tn the land use section be¬ 
cause it tracks the housing element re¬ 
quirement in 24 CFR 600.70, which dif¬ 
fers in structure from the tend use ele¬ 
ment requirements in 24 CFR 600.72. The 
terms ‘'Housing Assistance Pteu 
and ''Housing Opportunity Plan iHOP 
refer to programs operated in accordance 
with 24 CFR 570.303(C) and 24 CFR Port 
891 Subpart E, respectively.

Each grantee is to review the need for~ 
developing programs to conserve exist¬ 
ing housing and neighborhoods. If a 
grantee determines that such programs 
arc not needed in the jurisdiction, then 
the housing element should indicate 
what steps will be taken to assure the 
maintenance of high quality housing and 
neighborhoods. A grantee may use one 
or more of the following examples which 
are appropriate to its conservation 
strategies.

l. Develop and carry out policies, pro¬ 
cedures and mechanisms necessary for 
coordinating local, areawide and Slate 
housing policies with functional plan¬ 
ning and capital investment strategies, 
when available <24 CFR 600.70(a) (4) ). 


Tills requirement mandates that all 
grantees include In their housing ele¬ 
ment policies and mechanisms to coor¬ 
dinate their bousing policies with other 
levels of government and with func¬ 
tional plans and capital investment 
strategies. These coordination mecha¬ 
nisms should be such so that they assure 
the compatibility of other plans and ac¬ 
tivities and housing policies and pro¬ 
grams. The appropriate mechanism or 
ineclianisms will depend on the type of 
liousing policies being developed and the 
availability of other functional plans 
and activities. 

Example*: (a) If only Federal activities 
are involved, use of the houalng plan* and 
policies for reviewing project proposal* un¬ 
der the A 95 process (State* and areawide*) 
or establishment of Chief Executive Review 
and Comment procedure* (local, govern¬ 
ments i.

E. Evaluation Requirement: All 
Grantees 

Procedures, including criteria set forth 
in advance, for evaluating programs and 
activities to determine whether the ob¬ 
jectives are being met «24 CFR 600.67 
<b> >. 

Each grantee must design an evalua¬ 
tion program to obtain information on 
the effective implementation of pro¬ 
grams. The procedures and criteria‘for 
evaluation are to be determined by the 
applicant. They are to be developed in a 
way that will provide viable evaluation 
results in accordance with the grantee s 
housing policies and implementation pro¬ 
grams. The nature of the tools used will 
depend on the type of policies and pro¬ 
grams developed by the grantee. 

Examples: (a) Startup of an evaluation 
program. Including criteria a* developed by 
the grantee, for measuring progress toward 
achievement of the annual objectives. 

(b) Formal systems that provide informa¬ 
tion on the results of actions to implement 
plan* and programs 

(o) Use of available data (such a* occu¬ 
pancy rates, new construction start*, build¬ 
ing permit*, loans, use of subsidized housing i 
to review achievement of objectives 

F. Additional State Requirements for 

Housing Policy Development and Im¬ 
plementation 

1. Develop policies, strategies, legisla¬ 
tive and administrative proposals and 
evaluation techniques necessary to ac¬ 
complish State housing goals and ob¬ 
jective* <24 CFR 600.70(b) (1 > • 

2. Specify broad goals and annual ob¬ 
jectives (In measurable terms wherever 
possible); Programs des igne d to accom¬ 
plish the objectives (24 CFR 600.67(b)). 

The development of a State housing 
policy can be accomplished by direct 
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State action and/or providing a frame¬ 
work and needed legislation for area wide 
and local activity. The kind of policies 
developed and the programs to Imple¬ 
ment the policies will depend on the 
nature of State activities impacting on 
housing. The implementation program 
and appropriate activities will depend on 
the types of policies proposed. The devel¬ 
opment of State housing goals and pro¬ 
grams will, in most cases, be a collabora¬ 
tive effort between agencies responsible 
for planning, housing, and other func¬ 
tions impacting on housing policies. The 
grantee's goals for housing should be 
translatable into annual objectives, 
covering at a minimum, the biennial 
period specified in section 701(d). 

Examples of a State housing plan Include: 

(a) A Statewide housing plan oovertng the 
total state which delineates State action* and 
those reserved for lower levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

(b) A housing policy that provides a State 
framework for housing policies and actions 
by lower levels of government, with appro¬ 
priate mechanisms to Insure that 8tate 
actions are In conformance with these hous¬ 
ing policies and actions. 

Examples of 8tate implementation activi¬ 
ties Include: 

(a) Establishing a State housing finance 
agency with appropriate program responsi¬ 
bilities 

b. Development of Statewide building, 
housing, plumbing and electrical codes. 

c. Development of housing loan and grant 
programs. 

d. Revisions of tax policies. 

®- Capita) investment programs which re¬ 
spond to the stated housing policies. 

3. Where applicable, develop a policy or 
plan tor the geographic allocation of 
Slate controlled housing assistance (24 
CFR 600.70(b)(1)). 

Where a State controls housing assist¬ 
ance programs (cither State or Federally 
financed) it must develop a policy or plan 
for distributing the housing to its politi¬ 
cal jurisdictions. The geographic area to 
be covered can be municipalities, coun¬ 
ties or substate districts. Where the allo¬ 
cation areas are larger than municipali¬ 
ties then a policy should be developed for 
how the county or substate district will 
reallocate the assistance to municipali¬ 
ties. The allocation system should be 
Quantifiable and may be based on 
amounts or percentages. 

Examples: (a) A map or other depletion 
showing the number of units or dollars to be 
allocated to the geographic areaa chosen. 

(b) A state designed formula that will be 
used to allocate available assistance to the 
geographic areas chosen. 

(c) A method that will allocate state 
bousing assistance baaed on need and de¬ 
mand shown in area wide and/or local plana 
(l.e , State reeponse to lower level plana). 

(d) A State framework for development 
of allocation systems by areawldes and a 
mechanism to amurc state use of these sys¬ 
tems in the allocation of state controlled 
housing resources. 

O. Additional Area wide Requirements 

for Housing Policy Development and 

Implementation 

1. Identify the housing needs of cur¬ 
rent and prospective population in the 
areawide jurisdiction by appropriate geo¬ 


graphic sectors and provide for the dis¬ 
tribution of housing resources (including 
assisted housing) to meet the needs of all 
citizens in order to provide for a choice 
of housing types and locations (24 CFR 
600.70(b)(2) (i>>. 

2. Specify brood goals and annual ob¬ 
jectives (in measurable terms whenever 
possible) (24 CFR 600.67(b)). 

Each areawide must develop a housing 
needs analysis and a housing policy, in¬ 
cluding a housing allocation system 
which is appropriate to the identified 
needs. The analysis must include cur¬ 
rent and prospective population (based 
on such factors as projected growth, 
planned development, expected to reside 
criteria and/or others deemed appropri¬ 
ate by the grantee). The appropriate 
geographic sectors will be determined by 
each grantee and will vary with the 
complexity and size of area of the 
grantee's jurisdiction. The distribution 
of housing resources can be undertaken 
by county, sub-county area or munici¬ 
pality level. When the distribution is 
done by county level and there exist 
municipalities which are responsible for 
implementing housing programs, then 
the county should provide for a mech¬ 
anism to reallocate the resources to the 
municipal level. The allocation system 
should be based on appropriate factors 
such as housing need, resources, available 
sites, physical conditions and equal op¬ 
portunity concerns and should be quan¬ 
tifiable in either specific amounts or per¬ 
centages. The needs analysis, policies and 
allocation system must cover all income 
segments of the popuation and at least 
provide data on assisted and non-assisted 
-housing. Area vide organizations may 
wish to further delineate their needs 
analysis and allocation system by addi¬ 
tional population segments such as fam¬ 
ily size, elderly, handicapped, race, etc. 
The grantee's broad goals for housing 
should be translatable into annual ob¬ 
jectives covering at a minimum, the bi¬ 
ennial period specified in section 701 (d) . 

Examples of area wide allocation system* 
Include: 

(a) A fair ahare plan for all Income seg¬ 
ments by local political jurisdictions. 

(b) An areawide Housing Opportunity 
Plan (HOP) or Housing Assistance Plan 
(HAP) with the addition of an appropriate 
system for allocation of non-ass la ted housing 
for all income segments.

Thus, an arm-id* 
implementation program will Rer.ernih 
involve proposals for 8tate and or local 
actions that will be necessary to carry 
out the proposed policies. One major am 
which is under the control of areawld© 
and must be part of each Implementation 
program, is the use of the proposed poli¬ 
cies as a basis for review and comment 
under the A-95 process.

Title 29—Labor 

SUBTITLE A—OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 
OF LABOR 

PART 70a—PROTECTION OF INDIVIDUAL 

PRIVACY IN RECORDS 

Adoption of Regulations 

On August 29. 1975. the Department 
of Labor published, pursuant to section 3 
<f) of the Privacy Act of 1974, proposed 
regulations which, if adopted, would be 
used to govern the manner by which the 
requirements of the Act would be car¬ 
ried out by the Deportment of Labor. The 
public was invited to participate in the 
rulemaking proceed big by submitting 
written data, views and arguments on the 
proposed regulations. Approximately 15 
comments were received, only two of 
which were submitted by persons or or¬ 
ganizations outside the Department. 
While the comments generally supported 
the proposed regulations, some comments 
reflected an uncertainty as to the scope 
and implementation of specific require¬ 
ments. 

One comm enter questioned how the 
Department of Labor’s regulations would 
interface with the regulations of other 
agencies when the records at Lssue are 
contained within a government-wide sys¬ 
tem of records under DOL's control. It 
was suggested that the regulations of the 
agency in possession of the record at is¬ 
sue should govern the procedure for re¬ 
questing access to. or amendment of a 
record, including an initial determination 
on such a request, while the Department 
of Labor's regulations would govern all 
other aspects of safeguarding such rec¬ 
ords established by the Privacy Act. This 
suggestion is meritorious and has been 
incorporated In the final regulation as 
paragraph (b)(3) of 9 70a.l. 

Section 70a.5 of the proposed regula¬ 
tions contained a provision which per¬ 
mitted dtecloeure officers to waive cer¬ 
tain Identification requirements when on 
Individual requested his own record. 
While not Included in the proposal, it 
would appear to be appropriate to ex¬ 
tend this waiver authority to the case 
of third-party requesters as well, since 
the waiver "per se” is based upon the 
premise that there are other adequate 
means to verify the identity of the in¬ 
dividual. It is recognized that there are 
instances where third-party requestors 
may identify themselves and the capac¬ 
ity in which they are acting by means 
other than notarized signatures, etc. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the final regulation in 9 70a 5 
(d) extends the waiver authority to 
third-party requesters. 

Another area of concern raised in the 
comments dealt with the treatment of 
medical records. The proposed regula¬ 
tions provided that when the disclosure 
officer determined that the disclosure of 
certain medical records to the subject 
of the record may be detrimental to that 
person’s health, then he or she may 
withhold such records Although not 
stated in the proposal, the Department's 
past practice in such situations has been 
to moke the records available to a physi¬ 
cian designated by the subject of the 
record. It is the Department's belief that 


the physician would be in a better posi¬ 
tion to determine what Information 
should or should not be disclosed to the 
individual. Tills practice has worked well 
in the past and it is the Department’s 
intention to continue this procedure. Ac¬ 
cordingly. the final regulation, in 9 70a.6 
(d>. provides that where, in the disclo¬ 
sure officer’s judgment, the release of 
medical records to the subject of the 
record may be detrimental to that per¬ 
son’s health, the records shall be made 
available to a physician designated by 
the subject person who may make avail¬ 
able to the subject those records or parts 
of records he or she deems to be appro¬ 
priate. 

While section 3 if) of the Act (i.e., that 
section of the Act which requires the De¬ 
partment to publish regulations; does 
not require regulations to be published 
concerning the solicitation of an indivi¬ 
dual’s social security number, due to the 
numerous questions which have been re¬ 
ceived concerning this issue, it has been 
decided that regulations should also be 
published which set forth the Act’s re¬ 
quirements restricting the solicitation of 
this number from individuals Section 
70a. 10 of the final regulation includes 
these requirements. Basically, this re¬ 
statement of the statute (section 7 of 
the Act) provides that subsequent to 
January 1, 1975, no Individual may be 
denied any right, benefit or privilege 
provided by law because of that indivi¬ 
dual’s refusal to disclose his social secur¬ 
ity number unless: (1) Such disclosure 
is required by Federal statute; (2) the 
system of records within which the solic¬ 
ited number is to be included was In 
existence prior to January 1, 1975, and 
the authority to solicit the number is 
provided by a statute. Executive Order 
or regulation adopted prior to January 
1. 1975, the purpose of such solicitation 
being to verify the identity of an indivi¬ 
dual. However, whenever an individual 
is requested to disclose his social securi¬ 
ty number, the individual shall be in¬ 
formed as to whether the disclosure is 
mandatory or voluntary, under what au¬ 
thority the number is being solicited, 
what uses will be made of it, and the 
consequences. If any, to an individual 
who refuses to disclose his or her num¬ 
ber. 

Section 70a 4 of the proposed regula¬ 
tions indicated, by reference to regula¬ 
tions issued under FOIA. those officials 
of the Department responsible for the 
disclosure or nondisclosure of requested 
information. While in most instances, the 
same official is responsible for this func¬ 
tion under both the Privacy Act and 
FOIA, there are some instances when 
different officials have been assigned this 
responsibility for each Act. Conse¬ 
quently, the reference to the FOIA dis¬ 
closure officers is inadequate for pur¬ 
poses of Privacy requests. Accordingly, 
f 70aKa) of the final regulation in¬ 
cludes the list of Departmental officials 
responsible for responding to requests 
made under the Privacy Act, 

Section 70a.6 of the proposed regula¬ 
tions provided that disclosure officers 
must make a determination on a request 


within 30 days from receipt thereof 
unless, because of unusual clrcurostancet 
a determination could not be made 
within such time limits, in which ok 
a determination would have to be made 
within 40 days from receipt thereof 
Under the Departments regulation 
Issued pursuant to the Freedom of in. 
formation Act (29 CFR Part 70), cob 
the Solicitor of Labor has the authority 
to grant such an extension. Inadvert¬ 
ently. this requirement was omitted 
from the Deportment’s proposed regula¬ 
tions on Privacy. Accordingly, a prod- 
sion has been Included In 5 70a.6 of t hr 
final regulation which vests the Solicitor 
of Labor with the sole authority to grant 
an extension of time to respond to i 
request made under the Privac y Act 
One amendment incorporated into ti* 
final regulation deals with the aver¬ 
ment of fees. Section 70a life)<2)<1) of 
the proposal provided that when a record 
is requested for the first time, and in 
order for the person to review the record 
a copy of would have to be produced 
then no fee would be assessed for such a 
copy. This view is consistent with OMB i 
position as published in Its guideline! 
(40 FR 28948. 28968; July 9. 1975) 11 
has been brought to the Departroeoli 
attention, however, that the intent of 
the OMB provision was to provide t hi 
first copy of a record without charge to 
the person who is the subject to the 
record. Accordingly, f 70a 11 (e) (2) U» 
has been modified to reflect tills Intern 
The last significant amendment In* 
corpora ted in the final regulations is the 
inclusion in 9 70a.l3(d) of those sv*ub* 
of records over which the Department of 
Labor has exerted exemptions from dis¬ 
closure. These exemption* hate bees 
published in the Feokrai. Rxgistu at» 
part of the Departments annual pub¬ 
lication of its systems of records. 

The remainder of the revisions Incor¬ 
porated into the final regulation arc of 
a clarifying nature. The question wr 
raised with regard to J70a.5<a>(2) of 
the proposal as to what constitutes at 
official photograph. That paragraph to 
the final regulation contains example! 
of what are considered to be official 
photographs. In f 70a. 11(c)(l)Ui)* U* 
final regulation substitutes the word* 
’’printed out” for the word ’ created” to 
setting forth the responsibility of the 
disclosure officer to make available in¬ 
formation stored In computers. The rc* 
mainlng amendment concern* the pro¬ 
cedures for exempting system* of rec¬ 
ords from certain of the Acts require¬ 
ments. Section 70a.l3(a)(2> and 
of the proposal referred to “frystcins « 
records” which may be exempt. These 
provisions were actually intended to re¬ 
fer to types of system of records whir* 
may be exempt. TJic final regulation re¬ 
flects this intent. ,

this Part. However, where a system of 
records relates to both citizens and non¬ 
resident aliens, those portions of the 
system which relate to citizens or resi¬ 
dent aliens must comply with the pro¬ 
visions set forth in these regulations. 

(c) The term ‘"maintain" includes the 
maintenance, collection, use, or dissem¬ 
ination of records, or any combination of 
these recordkeeping functions. The term 
“maintain" also connotes control over 
and responsibility and accountability for 
u system of records. Effective control of 
a system of records does not necessarily 
require physical control of the system 
<e.g.. the Civil Service Commission has 
control over personnel records not physi¬ 
cally within its possession). Furthermore, 
records on loan from one agency to an¬ 
other may not necessarily be under the 
control of the latter depending upon the 
circumstances attendant to, and the con¬ 
ditions of the transfer. Systems of rec¬ 
ords operated under contract, or in some 
instances, operated by State or local gov¬ 
ernments under Federal mandates “by or 
on behalf of the agency * * * to accom¬ 
plish an agency function” are, for pur¬ 
poses of this Part, under the control of 
the agency for which the services are 
being performed, and consequently sub¬ 
ject to the requirements set forth in this 
Part. The qualifying phrase “to accom¬ 
plish an agency function" limits the ap¬ 
plicability of the Act to those systems di¬ 
rectly related to the performance of Fed¬ 
eral agency functions by excluding from 
its coverage systems which are financed, 
in whole or in part, with Federal funds, 
but which are managed by State or local 
governments for the benefit of 8tate or 
local governments. 

<d> The term “record” means a tangi¬ 
ble or documentary record, as opposed to 
an intangible record, such as information 
contained In a person’s memory. It is any 
item of information, or any grouping of 
such items of information, about an In¬ 
dividual that includes an identifying par¬ 
ticular d.e.. an Individual identifier). An 
“identifying particular" is any element of 
data (name, number, etc.) or other de¬ 
scriptor (finger print, voice print, photo¬ 
graph) which can be used to Identify an 
individual. 

<e> The term "system of records" 
means a group of any records under the 
control of an agency from which infor¬ 
mation Is retrieved by reference to the 
name of an Individual or by some identi¬ 
fying particular assigned to an individ¬ 
ual A "system of records” for purposes 
of this Part is a group of records which: 

(1) Consists of records as that term is 
defined in this section, 

<2> Are “under the control of" an 
agency, and 

(3) Arc retrieved by reference to an 
individual name or some other personal 
Individual identifier. 

(d> "Under the control of" means 
tlioee official records for which the 
agency is officially responsible and cither 
has in its possession or exercises do¬ 
minion over. This excludes those records 
which, although in the physical posses¬ 
sion of agency employees and used by 
them in performing official functions, are 


not. In fact, agency records. Uncirculated 
personal notes, papers and records which 
are retained or discarded at the author's 
discretion and over which the agency 
exercises no dominion or control (e-g.. 
personal telephone lists) are not "agency 
records” for purposes of this Part. 

<e> The criteria "arc retrieved by" 
covers those records under the control 
of an agency which arc. in fact, accessed 
by use of a personal identifier, not 
merely that a capability or potential 
capability exists for retrieving personal 
information in some manner. For ex¬ 
ample. files on firms which contain per¬ 
sonal information about officers of the 
firms arc not records for purposes of 
this part unless the agency actually re¬ 
trieves this information by reference to 
a personal identifier. 

{{i The term "statistical record” 
means a record contained within a sys¬ 
tem of records which is maintained for 
statistical research or reporting pur¬ 
poses only, and not used. In whole or in 
part, in making any determination about 
an identifiable Individual. For a record 
to qualify as a “statistical record." it 
must be maintained as a system of rec¬ 
ords separately from other systems of 
records where such other systems con¬ 
tain records that are used to make deter¬ 
minations about the rights, benefits, or 
entitlements of an Identifiable individ¬ 
ual. The term “identifiable individual” 
distinguishes determinations about spe¬ 
cific individuals from determinations 
about aggregates of individuals. An ex¬ 
ample of the latter is the use of census 
data for the apportionment of funds 
based upon population. Records fre¬ 
quently referred to as "research records" 
which are only used for analytic pur¬ 
poses, qualify as "statistical records" for 
purposes of this Part, provided such rec¬ 
ords are not used in making any deter¬ 
mination about the right*. benefits or 
entitlements of an Identifiable individ¬ 
ual. 

(g) The term "routine use" means, 
with respect to the disclosure of a rec¬ 
ord. the use of such record for a purpose 
which is compatible with the purpose for 
which it was collected. The Privacy Act 
restricts the use of Information to such 
purposes, but also recognizes that there 
are corollary purposes "compatible with 
the purpose for which the Information 
was collected” that are appropriate and 
necessary for the efficient conduct of 
government, and are in the best interest 
of both the individual and the public. 
Thus, the term “routine use" includes 
the common and ordinary applications 
for which such records are generally col¬ 
lected and all proper and necessary ap¬ 
plications of records without regard to 
the frequency of such applications. 

<h) “Disclosure officer," “responsible 
official" and “officer authorized to dis¬ 
close information from Department rec¬ 
ords'* are those officials In this Depart¬ 
ment. whose titles and addresses are 
listed in 4 70a.4(ll> of this chapter, who 
must pass on requests to inspect or copy 
record information in their custody. The 
Solicitor of Labor, in the case of appeals 
and with respect to withdrawal of orig¬ 
inals Is the disclosure officer for such 
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purpose*, ba b the Secretary of Labor 
with respect to the withdrawal of orig¬ 
inals. As the head of the Department, 
the Secretary may invest any officer or 
employee of the Department with the 
authority to disclose information from 
particular records.

(1X1) As soon as 
passible, and within a period not to ex¬ 
ceed 30 working days after receipt of 
a request made in accordance with 
S3 70a.4 and 70&.5 of this Part, the of¬ 
ficer responsible for acting on the re¬ 
quest shall determine that such request 
is to be granted or denied in whole or 
in part, and shall thereupon immediately 
notify the requester of his or her de¬ 
termination and, in the case of a denial, 
the reasons therefor. The provisions of 
paragraphs (a) (2) and (3) of this sec¬ 
tion are applicable when a final deter¬ 
mination to grant or deny the request 
cannot be made within the 30-day 
period. 

(2) (i) When, because of unusual cir¬ 
cumstances it appears that a determi¬ 
nation may not be feasible within the 
30-day period, the disclosure officer shall 
submit in writing to the Solicitor a re¬ 
quest for an extension of time.

determination to grant or deny the re¬ 
quest is expected to be dispatched.

(ill) If the disclosure officer is un¬

Upon receipt 
of the designation, the disclosure officer 
will permit the physician to review the 
records or to receive copies of the records 
by mail, upon proper verification of 
identity. The determination of which 
records should be made available directly 
to the individual and which records 
should not be disclosed because of pos¬ 
sible harm to the individual shall be 
made by the physician. 

Where In¬ 
formation is stored within one of the 
Department's computer systems, and it 
can only be retrieved by creating a new 
computer program, or modifying an ex¬ 
isting program In a maimer in which 
it would not otherwLs? be modified, thus 
producing a record not currently In ex¬ 
istence. the record is not required to 
be furnished under the Act.
